Sir, I beg to move that the amendments made by the Bengal Legisla- 
tive CouQcil to the Calcutta Municipal (Ameiidment) Bill, 1939, be 
taken into consideration. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Now under the rules I may draw the attention of 
honourable members that if a motion that the amendments be taken 
into consideration is carried, the Speaker shall put the amendments to 
the Assembly in such manner as he thinks most convenient for their 
consideration. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Before you come to that, Sir, 

Mr. 8PEAKER: First I should tell the House that the ami'nd- 
ments made by the Council are that the word “eight’' in sub-clause 
(2)(h) of clause 3 l)e substituted by the word “four” and that all the 
words beginning with “of whom” in line 2 and ending with “shall l^e 
appointed” in lines 3 and 4 be omitted. These are the two changes 
made in the (’alciitta Municipal ( Ainendnient ) Bill. I should add that 
two inverted commas in clause 5 have been added. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Everything is inverted! 
(Laughter.)

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: On a point of order, Sir. We had 
sent in a number of amendments to this Bill that has comp back to us 
from the Council in a modified form and we have drafted our amend- 
ments very corefully with a view to make th^ admissible under the 
rules.

Mr. 8PEAKER: Will you specifically raise one motion P 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Tes, Sir. I would draw your 
attention to one thing. As ^e Hon’ble the Chief Minister as wall as 
the Hon 'hie Minister in charge had explained to the House, we had 
taken it that the proposal as to the number of councillors, elected and 
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nominated, fonued one complete whole in the profXisals made by Gov- 
ernment; and, Sir, the prof>o«ition of pjovidinjr seven seats for the 
Schedule Caste jnembers was also an accepted principle in this House. 
The question that we had a difference of opiniun on was with refrard to 
the process of fretting these Scheduled Caste memWrs elected or nomi- 
nated as councillors of tlfe Cor]>oration and here. Sir, we in the Opposi- 
tion thouffht* that they should be elected, whereas Itovernment felt that 
a portion mi^rht be elected and a portion nominated. That was llu' 
position, Sir. Now that there is a sU)rge.*»tion that the ffumWr of 
nominated seats may be redined and the nominated Seheduled ('aste 
members l>e wiped off, obviously the only otliei eourse, namely, provid- 
im»’ the ScheffnltMl (hi-^te members with st*ven stmts un<h'; olet'tion 
comes in. Theref^ie, in ateonlance with the rules, we had consequen- 
tially moved tliat the nnmWr of ebmted seats he raised fnim 85 to Hit 
or to 8H if the IIou^e so desire; that is w}i\ I submit that my amend- 
ment No. H), numely, that in clause 3, line * 2 . for llo* word "eij^:hty- 
five” the «ord ‘'ei^'lit \ -nine” 1><* snb.Htitiited ami m> amendment .No. 
17, namely, that in rluiist' d, line 2, for the word ‘*cit 4 :ht\ -fi ve” the 
word “eiu^hly-toirlit ” be substituted, ma\ be fouml b\ you to be iti 
order b\ incrtuisiti': tht- number of electeil seat.s Otherwi.se, it may l>e 
the intention of the la'trislature to rednee the t<itHl number of seals, 
an4 to omit one kind of reiTuitmeiit from the Act.

mWf SANtOSH KUMAR BASU;May I in support of the conten- 
tion put lorwardeby Dr. Sanyal and with reference to the amendmenta 
of lakicli 1 have g'iven notice say that |his entire clause with all its 
aub-clauaea hangs together. AlthouglS in sub-clause (7) the number 
mt elected seats has been mentioned and in sub-clause (2) the number 
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of nominated seats has been mentioned in (b), I would submit that 
accordinjf to the ruling that you had given wlfen this matter was 
under discussion originally ill this House, the question of nomination 
is intimately connected with the question of the tota^ number of seats 
in the Corporation. Now, Sir, I would remind you-^ — 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think I sai^ that. 

Mr. s'kNTOSH KUMAR BA8U: I am sorry ,I have not got that 
report witli me now. I may remind you that tliis matter came up 
before you when Mr, J. C. Gupta suggested that tlie (lue^’tion of elected 
seals might be lield over and might not be ])ut to tlie vote unless and 
until the question of nomination was finally deci(fed upon and, you 
said that other (luestions need not be held up hut the question of the 
total number of elected seats should legitimately be held up before 
the question of nomination was decided, because on the number of 
nominated seats ultimately decided upon depiuided the total number 
<){ seats and the number of elected seats. I have not got the report 
before me, but 1 definitely remember that you allowed Mr. Gupta’s 
•objection and held back the (luestion ot the total number of elected 
seats until and unless the question of nominated seats had been decided 
upon. It is on that basis that 1 have tormulated all tlie^e amendments 
und suggested that the total number of elected ^eat.^ might be increased 
and also the allotment of these elected seats to the different constitu- 
encies mentioned in the schedule. I am sur])rised to find that all these 
amendments have been held to be not in order. Now, Sir, having 
regard to the decision that you previously gave on this (juestion and 
also to the tact that you had actually givon effect to tliat decision by 
ket'ping back the (juestion of the number of eh‘cted sf-ats unless and 
until the (juestion of nomination was decided, I submit that the same 
policy and the same ])rincij)le should be fcdlowed now, and we should 
be allowed to add these seats which have biam released from nomina- 
tion to the elected seats and to distribute these amongst them. From 
that ])oint of view 1 would ask you to hold that (danse 6 stands bv 
itself and different wib-clause.s of clause 3 hang together and are 
dependent upon each other and the question of elected seats has got 
a direct and definite bearing oik the question of nomination, and is 
certainly conseijuential, if not alternative, to the question of the 
number of nominated seats. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think that during the last few days 
anything has w’orried me more than the question of < the admissibiUty 
of these motions. I might the first instance draw the attenitan of 
the House that section 6 of the substantive Act, namely, the Calcutta 
Municipal Act of 1933, which is sought to be amended by. section % 
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of the amending Bill is this: The Corporation shall consist of so 
many elected Councillors and so many Co^incillors to be appointed by 
Government, Now 1 have no definite rerollectiori about the point 
which Mr. Basu has raised. But the Issue then was tjuite different. It 
was not a legal issue then. The point that was raised belore me wm 
this: In view of the fact that the ultimate sirength might ilejHMid 
upon the extent to which thi^ nomiuatail seats might be taken by one 
community or another, it was desirable that the whole tiling should 
be lert over. For th^ time being 1 am not eoneerne«l with tluf politieal 
issues in tjnestion ; I am only eimceriietl with the interpretation of the 
rules that staiyl.

Hr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: Sir, you have pleuHiu} to 
draw attention of the House to secliou 5 of the original Act. That 
iwotioii itself w'ilF show that these are all inter-dejie ident clauHCH iiias- 
mucb «« section 5 purports to lay down 4be total stiength of the Cor- 
poratioiL If we found that the uumber of nominated v*at*§ had formed 
lha subject-matter of different sections of the Act, then the point of 
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view that you have been pleased to adopt might Ivave had some effect. 
But as you see, it is one s^gle section and the different clauses and 
sub-clauses deal with the total strength of the Corporation relating to 
the number- of seats under different heads, so that from that point of 
view it is definitely inter-dependent and if it considered necessary to 
bring about any change under one sub-head — it must necessarily react 
ujKm other sub-heads. I am drawing ypur attention to this aspect of 
the matter particularly because all these different clauses- are contained 
in one section. If it is suggested that 8 or 9 n 9 minated seate ahould 
be omitted altogether, then it might be the intention of the Legislature 
to keep up the proper strength of the Corporation. ^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have very carefully consideied this matter and 
for the time being 1 hold that every amendment which is relevant to 
the two subject-matters of the amendment is in order. The two sub- 
ject-matters are (1) the word “eight” be substituted by the word “four” 
(any alternative to four or any consequential woid will be admissible) 
and (i?) “of whom three shall be members of the Scheduled Castes and 
the remainder shall be appointed.” Anything which is relevant to 
these matters or alternative to these matters will be admissible. There- 
fore I hold for the time being that othei amendments wdiich try to 
reopen sections other than 8 are not in order. ^ 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: I admit your interpretation, but 
unfortunately on your ow*n interpretation I beg to submit that so far as 
the matter of the representation of Scheduled Castes members is con- 
cerned, that is a fit matter for discussion and altei natives may be 
suggested thereon. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Within this amendment. The subject-matter of 
the amendment is the reservation of the Sdieduled Castes seats in the 
appointed list, and anyone can suggest an\ alternative. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. The subject-matter is the provi- 
sion of seats for Scheduled Castes members in the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, I beg to move that this 
Assembly do now adjourn to discuss a definite matter of urgent public 
importance and of recent occurrence, namely, the situation created by 
the action of the local Magistrate prohibiting the protective work of 
Kurigram town from erosion through the floods of the river Dharla.' 

Sir, 1 have the painful necessity of drawing attention to the serious 
state of affairs prevailing in Kurigram, through this Adjournment 
Motion and I trust the members of the Government would reallise the 
lieriousness of the situation and deal with the adjournment motion in 
the light of human consideration and in the light of public v' which 
they proclaim are so dear to them. Sir, the House is fully aware that 
in the course of the Budget disciissions we had made it perfectly clear 
that in various North Bengal and East Bengal towns the problem of 
problems is the danger of erolion. While in other part« of Bengal there 
is the problem of river training, there is the problem of decaying rivers 
and dying waterways, in East and North Bengal the problem is that

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unfortunate zaiuindar and io whom he cannot , give any relief. 
Sir, in that place, for year% now, the river has been hehaying in a 
manner very dangerous to the town. The people of Kurigram have 
been insistently approaching (Government for saving, them from the 
erosion. (Jbservations were taken, experts 4^voted long hours, and 
heaps of papers were wasted to find out what should be the best 
scheme. A scheme was drawn* up, and uo the basis of the recommen- 
dation of these experts, I am sure. — and not on the basis of any 
imaginary formula — money w’as provided in the b.udget and sancfioned 
by the House. Thereafter the Dharla rlid not show any signs of 
receding from the town, and during the last winter people who were 
apprehensive of further trouble during this rafny season did make 
every effort to im])ress upon the (Government the drgeiicy of the pro- 
tective work in tlie months of January, February, March and April. 
This was undertaken, and a part of the work was done. 1 am inform- 
ed that a substantial part of the jirotective work was arranged for and 
nearly half the amount allotted in the budget was actually spent... 
(Babu Nagkndiia Nath Sen: More than half). . 1 say, nearly, because 
there may be some (piestion as to the actual figure. In this very 
House on the ^Iwiid May last an attempt was made to draw’ the atten- 
tion of (lovernment to the .seriousness of the situation and it was 
partly through your intervention and partl\ becaiiM* (d the intofmal 
assurances thereafter held out, this udjournment motion could not be 
pressed .

The Irrigation 
De]iartment men saw it The\ ;reiienill\ approved of it because tliey 
felt that when tlo*\ were tliemselves belpb‘ss, it was not for them to 
stand in the w'a\ (d [invate peison^. makinjr an effort to protect their 
own housi'hidd ami jirojierfx 1 am informed that this Khan Bahadur 
had spent not less than Hs o,0(K> on this proteetivi* work. No estimate 
can be ^fiven lik# (iovernment estimates, hnt of eotirse if the amount of 
work is examined, the proportionate expenditure would work out to 
jfbout the said sum on the .same basis on wlii<;h (iovernment figured 
are obtaineTh In spite of the fait that he undertook the work 
himself and th* local otticers as well as the offieers who claim to he 
experts under the (joverument hud an opportunity of examining the 
work, no of^ection w^as rai^^d in the beginning. This went on for a few 
weejis, and thereafter all of a sudden, last week end. he got a peremp- 
tory order asking him to explain why he had undertaken this protection 
work ahd was aslyd to show cau.se before the District Magistrate why 
he should not be legally procHoIed against. Sir, it is a phenomenon 
that can only happen under the present (joverninent. • I shall come to 
t|je basic conclusion that I want to bring home to (government. It 
appears that Government have got a notion that certain rivers should 
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not have protective barriers on their sides. It is qurte possible that they 
have got advice that withoift protection the rivers i^ill behhve in a 
better manner. I warn Governnient against such a4vice. I submit, 
Sir, that when we have got houses built and property — valuable 
property — on the sites, it does not lie on the phrt of Governnient to take 
such advice and to take risks ^hrough which human life and property 
would he endangered. There is yet time^ 1 appeal to Government to 
revise thtir former deidsion and at least to direct the local Magistrate 
not to interfere with private jiersons or with the arrangements made 
for the protection of private properties and private lives.

Kazi EMDADUL HAQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, fhe Kurigram town 
protection scheme has been before the Government for a pretty long 
time, and, if I remember aright, the scheme received administrative 
sanction as far back as the year lf)‘27, but for want of funds the work 
could not be taken up till Itblb. In the year llhfti, Sir Xazimuddin 
himself went to the locality, visited the spot, and ordered that the 
work should be taken up. The work was taken up accordingly — 1 mean 
the long overdue protection work at Kurigram. This protection work 
W’as done in ItfdtJ with bamboo piling, technically known as fascine 
work. Unfortunately, Sir, it did not ])rove very successful; but n^^'e^- 
theless, it did not prove altogether abortive but partial success was 
ensured and this prevented to some extent the hastening of the ruination 
of the town. The protection work of the kind was also undertaken in 
the year Itl'lT, with like result. In the year 1‘J-hH it was also arranged 
that, the same ])roce.-^s would be repeated, but the flood having risen 
early, it could not be done. The town was therefore thoroughly exposed 
and a great [lortion of it was .swallowed by the river. After this, the 
portfolio came into the hands of the Hon'ble the Maharaja. The 
Maharaja also visited the locality and gave us advice, to the effect that 
no time should be lost in beginning the work in 1939. Early in 1939 
the Maharaja was kind enough to receive a deputation of some 
influential gentlemen of Hang]>ur and Kurigram including my poorself. 
We waited on him and explained the matter fully, whereupon he came 
to the conclusion that the matter was urgent and should «be expedited, 
as much UvS possible. , 

Provision, however, was made in the budget for the year 1939-40, 
and a sum of Rs. 83,000 was sanctioned for this work. B(it this time 
the protective work was not to be of the nature hitherto undertaken. 
It was to be dpne by brick-mattressing inasmuch as bamboo fascine 
work was not hopefully successful in previous yeprs. Now * having 
decided that the present protective work should be in the form of 
brick-mattressing, directly ttefbudget was passed, the work was taken 
in hand in right earnest, eveiS*thing went on briskly. Slope-cutting 
was made, all materials were brought to the site, wire nettings were 
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Apread over nearly .three-fourths of the f^lace to be covered and bricks 
were interlaid and after having done all ^jese things—and when three- 
fourths of the work had lM*en done and oul> one-fourth of the woVk 
reniaine«i to he ih»ne and it was u) he (ompletrd only with Ks. T.tMlO as 
liihour cost — we know ii<tj why all on a stuhleii the (iovernnient sent a 
wire to the local officers to di'*continiie the w»)rk.

an Assistant (*overnuienT Hh*ader went t<* tlie loeulity during the water- 
hyacinth ii'eek, inspected the site, and being thoroughly eonvineed 
expressed hi.s wonder and gave Us everg hope that he would send in a 
reiiPrt to (xoverriment supporting our just cause. He saw^ with hi» own 
eyes that three-fourths of the wiirk ImiJ been finiabed, and already ten 
thousand rui>ees %ad lieeu saved due tc; over eatimcte and he told ua 
before a large asseinhly that ours was a ease and he would surely 
send in a favourable report m that tlie remaining one-fourth of the 
#ork might be finished. We do not know*. Sir, whether he submitted 
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any report since then, but h^l^told us that he woi^ld submit one. I 
di.-^tinctly remember that wh^n I asked him about it, he toI(J me that 
he had sent in a report supporting? our cause. •

Kui EMOAOUL HAQUE: Sir, it is not understood why Govern- 
ment clianjred its mind all on a sudden and sent a wire for stopping 
the protective work at Kuri^ram. Wlieii the work wrfs first started, 
both the (iovernineiit and the local people were of ^le mind and were 
W(»rkin^’ toj?ether in sympathy, collulxnatiou and co-operation. They 
were j)ullin^'' on well and the work was (arried on pleasantly and har- 
moniously; hut yet all on a sudthui the work was discontinucfl. It is 
really a mystery why this was done. Just fancy that in acc(U’dan'*e 
with the wishes ol the local ofhcers man,\ local peojjle dismantled their 
houses ill order to facilitate the protective work in the hojie that the 
craille of theii' infanc\ and the field oi their piidessional career niio'ht 
be saved hut they have now to suffer on account of siojipa^e of the 
W’ork beyond an\ measure. 

Sir, when tin* order for startinj;' the protective work was communi- 
cated to file local o.flicers at Kuiio-ram, all sections of the people were 
united there— -the Muslim Leajiue, the Muslim Association, the People’s 
Association that is, peojile of all shades of opinion and creed iorj^ot 
their differences, forgot that they belonged to different groups and joined 
together in their pra\er for continuiuj' this protective work to its 
finish, but all their attempts proved futile. Government were deter- 
mined not only to discontinue the work but to let ^»'o the work that was 
80 far done at an enormous expense of Ks. 47,000 I 

Now, Sir, orig'inully it was der ided that the work *was to be taken 
up from as far up as Khan Bahadur Khaimuddin (Jiowdhury’s house 
and the Khan Baliadur donated tow’ards this protective work upon thia 
assurance. But subsequently the Irrij?ation Officers of *r4iovernment 
said that the amount was not sufficient to do t}ie work up to his house; 
80 certain portion — about 400 yards from the Khan Bahadur’s land — 
had to l>e left out. But then the Khan Bahadur proceeded with a protec- 
tive work of a different type his own cost and with his own labour 
in order to save .his house and property from destruction. He started 
this work as a matter of exijrencv with the full knowledge of the offi- 
cials, l(M'ul or otherwise and it proved to be of great ifelp to the protec- 
tive work undert^aken by th<^ C^overnment rather than a hindrance to 
it. May I iJsk whjit made the Government then change its mind 
subsequently. I think. Sir, there is some motive behind this action, 
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otherwise there is tio reasou why afte^ spending about Rs. 47,000— 
indeed net a paltry sum— over this work and after finishing three- 
fourths of the wdVk it siiould W .st<tm>ed all 4»n u .sutlden. 

Conclusion, however is irre*iisti})le that (iovernment stopj»e<l the work 
purely and absolutely fnfiu a motive That motive is t«4 und(> its own 
work so far done to gratif\ the :nl a loial ('oalition meml»er. 
Indeed the pyote(ti«ui work taken up b\ (roveinment was not in any 
way interfered with h\ the tuoteetion w<»rk taken u]i b> Maulvi 
Kltaimtiddin ('lioudhfjrv but \et llj** (ifovernmetit iUm i<led that he would 
disfiintinue tlie Wf)rk riii^t i^ not beeatise the work was harmful, but 
because the (i^\eniuoMit dul not want that this protect inji work which 
wa^ •'IrenytheiiiriLT <lic ( »o\ ci niucttt piotc* live woik should la* «loio‘ and 
the Kuri;rrain town sa\ed. For the inattei ol that w'hen the (iovtun-

matter has la^n the suhjeti mutter of diruussion this evening hy this 
Housa. I know, Sir. tbi^ Dhurlu affait ; { had lM*en to that place and 
I saw with n^> ftwn eyes the devastations that were Wing caused by 
this Dharla river. From the .statement •( Kali Sahib 1 can very well 
understand that about Rs. 47, (KK) has* been spent oA protection work. 
®ut I do not know for what reasons Ooveminenl took it into their 
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Beads to stop the protection wgrk from being extended. Sir. I happen 
^0 know sojnethiiig alwut this grant of money of Rs. 85,004. I was 
in the Cabinet then. I do not want to discuss what <ook place in the 
^ Cabinet but after a long discussion and deliberation, ttlking everything 
that could be said on both sides into consideration, viz., why the 
protection work should be undertaken, what were the reasons against 
the protection work being taken up and 'lyhy should so much money be 
spent on the i)rotection work against destruction by the Dharla river, 
it was defided in the Cabinet that Rs. 85,000 slupild be spent on pro- 
tection work- Sir, Cavern men t should have a policy and a consistent 
policy. I fail to understand how this work which is iio^ only hiimani- 
tarinn w’ork but an urgent woik that should have been taken up by 
Government long before — 1 do not know wh\ the \^Ark was .stopped at 
a time when good money of the people to the extent of Ks. 45. 00(1 was 
spent. What were the reasons, peo))le do not know and I siniddcr 
to think what would be the consfUjiiences of flit' flood that would be 
riiused by the overflow of water when the flood «ca‘'On will come I 
do not know, Sir, whether the reasons are political. T know, as a 
matter of fact, tliat Kazi Kindadul llacjne was the man who was behind 
this move. Because Kuzi Sahib ha]>pens to be in the opp«.>''ition, 
possibly it might have entered into the heads ot tliose who aie ruling 
this province that if this work is done, if tlii> beiu‘ficent work is done, 
if this humanitarian work is done and if the home'' and properties of 
thousands of that jilace lx* saved, pos.sihh the credit ot that work would 
go to Kazi Kimbulul ITatjue. I do not kiu*w the reason, but it is shame- 
ful for {ioveniment to stop the work after having <1oiie halt the work. 
Sir, Kurigrum is a to\Mi. I remember there was u disciis'.ion. (iovern- 
ment propel tiisi ar<‘ also involved in it. Supjxising these properties are 
destroyed, (fovernimMit will have to build another town. They will 
have to s])eml large sums of m<»nev tor that. I know, as a mafter of 
fact, the (|nestion of shifting Noakhali headquarters has been pending 
for a long time. Engineer after engineer went there. Minister after 
Minister went there imluding the Hon’ble the (Miief Minister. Fp till 
now tiien* has been no decision. I know that this protection work, so 
far as the Dharla river is concerned, must be taken up. It is boumk 
to be taken up. Supposing (jovernment do not take it inte^their head 
to have that protection wx3rk, Kurigrum will l>e washed away. Cov- 
^rument will have to build another town. Government will have to 
build houses to aceommodate couits and other offices. Pe4<ple who 
have l^ouses in Kurigrum will BWve to shift themselves to another place 
where Government would choose to build the Subdivisional headquar- 
ters. Sir, these trere the reasons und many others were talked of why 
this protective work should be taken up. * 

Sir, I cannot say that the District Magistrate did as a whim or out 
of caprice; it must be part of a consistent policy, I cannot just at the 
present moment put the whole blame on the shoulder of our friend

Hon’ble liNnister and to other Ministers us well hut without any elTeet. 
Then. Sir, when it was known that thf^ work had Wn almndom*d bv 
the Govemmeut, this gentleman Khan Bahadur Khaimuddin took ujK)fi 
himself the work of protecting tfie town and he sj>ent iiicrre than 
Rs. 5^000 by th/ midille of .Tune 1 saw' with own eyes how he 
Strove to make his attempt a successful* *»ne. He sank two country 
boats loaded with sand hags and dived Sul logs ^aiAi hamlMm spikes 
into the river, and the incomplete and abandoned proter'tion work was 
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thus to a great extent done by this Khan Bahadur. ,But all of a sudden 
he was served with a no^ee to stop this work, and everjjbody was 
surprised as to the reason why the Khan Bahadur was asked to stop it, 
I have heard that orders have been issued for his prosl^cution as well — 
this is the state of things at Kurigraiii. If^the Khan Bahadur be 
permitted to proceed with the work, then, Sir, we are sure that the 
abandoned protection work of kiie Govenyiient will be completed. But 
what prompted the Government to stop the Khan Bahadur from doing 
so is ufirknown to us. I hope Government wijl seriously take into 
consideration this matter and see that the protection work the Khan 
Bahadur has taken up may proceed.

The Hon’ble Maharaja 8RI8CHAN0RA kANDY, of Cossimbaiar: 

Sir, as I was saying, the (piestion at issue was quite a simple one. It 
was whether Government appi^ves or disapproves of the alleged order 
of the Magistrate prohibiting a particular resident of Kurigrant to 
undertake some sort of pndective work to save his house, Sia, as I 
stated at the outset, we have no information on Gbe subject. On 
receipt of the notice of this laotiou we have telegraphed to the Disiriot 
Magistrate, Ran^pur, for a fulUreport of the case. But so far we have 
not received any reply. I thought that it would have been much 
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better if the discussion bad taken place to-morrow %o that we could, 
have beeb in a position to place full facts l)efore the House. Sir, 
althouf^h a previous motion for difuaissin^ the policy of Oovernment 
for stopping th^ prote<'tive work taken in hand by Government was 
disallowed by you, full f»p|K>rtiinity has lieen taken on the present 
occasion to disc'uss that (pieHti4in. Tuder the circumstuiicei^. 1 am 
compelled to refer to that niaWei us wefl. 

Sfr, the pn>tective work at Rurigruin has a long hi-<ta»rv. But 
before I dilate u|M)n*tbat, I would like to infoiin the lloust* al»out the 
polic\^ <»f Govern ineiit in en»si(»n pniblein in general. Sir. erosion is 
not a pnddein* for tha towns only luit it is a pniblein atte4 ting large 
numl>er of villagi* als<» ((Vies of ‘'Hear, hi‘ar’’ from the (’oalitit)n 
benches.' I am sure tin* louiourable members ot the H(Uis<* would not 
expect us to undertake measures to proterf lh»‘ towns only leaving the 
villages to their late, (bnernnieut, ther»‘t«Ue, haxe clecidet] to under- 
take pr(»te{‘tive work only in tlone places where ( io\<‘ri»nu‘nt j)rop<‘rtieN 
were involved 

Dr* NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: <tn a poMit ot older. Sir. I am 
only ref^eating the point ot order raised b\ m> esteeme<i friend, the 
Ho^’ble ^faharaja Srischamlra Nandy, namel\. whether he himself 
is speaking relevantly 

Mr. 8PEAKER: ])r Sanval, I e<»nsid<*i youi point of order to 1 h‘ 
absolutely frivolous ((Vies of “Hear, fiear’* from tlie ('oalition b«*nebes), 
for the simple reason that in spite* of tlu* tact that I triwi to control 
the dehate and the spe<*ches. every speaker has raised a f>oint on the 
question of |M)li(y. and I tliink Dr Sanyal knows it more than anybody 
else that the Hon’bb* Minister Iras to gi\e a n*ply to all the points 
raised. 

TIm Maharaja 8RI8CHANDRA NANDY, of Coiiimliazar: 

Sir. I stated af the outset that I had no intention to refer to it hut 
was <*ompelled do so as tlie matter w'as referred to by most ot the 
Yreviou.s speakers. Sir, in pursuame of the jMilicv <if Goveriimeut 
which I shrted just now, (Government have Wen taking iijeasures to 
protect the town of Kuaigrain for mime years in the past. They were 
with bamboo piles and with branches of trees iijfire or less of a 
iemporar>* character. But subse<|uently it was decided that we 
should have something of a j)ermaneiif nature — a hiir k mattress was 
decided upon and money was provided for in the budget. Subsequently, 
it transpired tha^ the length intended to be provided for would not be 
aufficient to protect the town. Besides prote<*tive work of this nature 
has not been sufficiently tested to pnyre^a success ia Bengal rivers, 
fir, the ('bief Engineer was all along very pfsr^iistic al>out ibis 
protective work, a* he thought that the erosion of Eurigram was far 
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too advanced (Di.^Naltnaksh\ Ranyal: What aBout Rajshahi and 
Pabna?) It was after the |irovi»ioii in the budget that it transpired 
that the protective work Wsides Ijeing problematic to protect the town, 
would need further amounts of money in future years — -’much more than 
what has already been spent, to make the t4wn quite safe. There is 
another point, Sir. During the unprecedented floods of last year there 
was a very heavy erosion in S^urigruiii, ^as a result of which some 
Governm^uit buildings had to be di.smantled. The value of Govern- 
ment proi)erty was theieby much reduced and the justification of 
spending a large sum of money became less. (Maulvi Anr Hossain 
Sakk\h; What alkjut private propertiesy; (Di-. Nalinaksha SaxyaL: 
They are interested only in Government pro})ertie/i. ) That was the 
reason, Sii‘, why Goveinment was comi)eIled to give up the project 
under circumstances over which the\ had no control. 

Sir, it has be(*n stated by the mover ot the motion that some notice 
under some section 1ms l>een issued by the Subdivisional (Officer. I am 
at a loss to understand under what se(‘tion tlie Magistrate has issued 
the order. (Maulvi Anr Hossain Sarkak: Tie does not require any 
aection.) The Embankment Act is not in o])eration in that area. I 
do not know if the order has been under section 144 or under any o}Jier 
Act (Kai Hahkndua Nath (’ii Arniirin ; Public Security Aeti or for 
the prevention ot a breach of the peace. Resides, Sir, we do not know 
the nature of the jjrotective work whidi is said to have been undertaken 
by the gentlemen rt*f erred t(». 1 have alread\ stated in answer to a 

supplementary (piestion on this subject tliat Government have no 
objection to allow protective work (d' a minor nature which is under- 
taken by those local people who intend to protect indivitlual hou.ses. 
But, Sir, it is doubtful it any protective work ol a major cliaraeter 
W’bieb may adversely afteet other areas wi)uld be allowed by Govern- 
ment. It may be. Sii, that by having protected one building it might 
endanger several other houses. (laiughter.) (Mr. Nishitha Nath 
KrxinT : What is the case here?) We do not know. (Tjiughter.) I 
am told by the honourable mover that this particular gentleman has 
spent no less than Rs. o,(K)0 for piling some bamboos and sinking twot 
old Iwats, and be has been criticising the Government estitfiates. Sir, 
if the piling of some bamboos and the siukiu;r of two old lx)ats cost 
Rs. 5,000, 1 am sure Government departments are in a much better 
position. T am sorry. Sir, that so much has been said aboift Govern- 
ment’s action but uutbiiig abou^ the help and co-operation of the local 
people. Government provided Rs. {ii.OOO. and may I state the 
amount of imblic sub.scription contributetl. It was onjy R«, 500. The 
District H<uird by their resolution promised to pay us only Rs. 2,000. 
Government woul^ certainly lfav» looked at the scheme from a different 
angle if the public had come forward with siib.stantial contribution, 
but that was unfortunately not forthcoming. 
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Sir, I am sorry* that Haripada Balm has oonftisafl protective work 
with emh^kmeots. The polity of Govern^ueut with I'egard to embank- 
menth has been flearly stated in in^ budjret speecdi, and Uoverniueiit 
have come to th^t conclusion on adviee, a ladirv wbicli is approved by 
the leadinj? hydraulic ei^^ineeis thnmghoul tin* world. That is a 
gradual abandoinent of the embankments wliiih proved a euise to the- 
province. I do not want to dilate on that point any turther. Sir, I 
would only appeal to the House not to Im‘ niove<l in an\ way bv tlie very 
vague allegation against (jovernment of^leel^ on distoited tuch. 1 »‘aii 
give this assurance to the House that it we find any officer taking any 
action eontra^v to the adopted |Hdi<\ of Government, (rovernment 
certainly will deal with him properly. Sii, I <an >ay this much and 
nothing more. As*l have alieady •staled, there might have bt‘en speeial 
circumstances tor the oftii'cr to have takeii that action.

The Hofi’bid Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, some time afro, on 
the floor of this House, J an assurance to my friends opposite that 
Government would allot a day for the discussion of the Beiifral Jtite 
Ordinance. That, of course, ^was subject to your rulinfr whether ji dis- 
cussion on the Ordinance was permissible under the circumstances. 
Sir, 8iay I know whytlier we should proceed to allot a day oi^otl' 


Mr. SPEAKER: • So far as discussion on the Jute Ordinance is 
concerned, under #ection SH(L*)(a} such discussion is to take place after 
the Ordinance has been laid on the table. Therefore, under the constitu- 
tion I do not see how a day can now’ W fixed for the purpose o( dis'- 
cussion unless there is a motion by Government tx) that effect. If 
Government put u[) a motion for a special ])urpose, they can alwa>s 
do 80, but on the la^t Jute Ordinance, \nider the rules, tlie Tlotise 
practically cannot discuss this mutter now’. But I have consich'ivd 
this matter very carefully and in case any such occasion aris(‘s in futuie 
and if owinf? to the delay of Government, the House does not tret an 
onportunity to discuss an Ordinance w’hich rnifrht he a very important 
matter, — the very firomulfrntion of the Ordinance shows that Govern- 
ment were convinced of its urfrenev, and ns such, I think, the House 
oupht to have a lefritimate opportunit\ t4» discuss this matter. On the 
other hand, it seems that the rifrht of discu.s.sion ctin hr nullifierf by 
the action of the Executive Government if they du not lay it on the 
table in projier time. I have very carefully considered the matter and 
subject to such other lefral advice on interpretatimi that I mifrht 
receive — and I am froinfr to refer the matter to them after the Assemblv 
ifl over — I hold for the time beinp that we have frot the pem’er, if the 
Executive Government does not promptly put it on the table, to allc»w 
such discussion, and I feel that it is the rifrht of the Spc’uker to inter- 
pret the Constitution Act in a manner which is in consonance with the 
spirit behind it. I would hold in future, wh<*n such other exigencies 
*might arise in accordance w'ith section HH(^)(a) which says that every 
such Ordinance shall be laid before the Provincial Lefrisluture, that 
it is quite open to the S^peaker to hold that it is not necessary for the 
ExecutivesGovernment to lay it on the table. I think, the tenns of the 
law would be fully satisfied if anyls>d\* in the House lays it on the 
tabl^ That act of layiuj? on the table is not speciflcally cost on the 
Exe^ive Government and if the Executive Government does not do it 
and causes any delay, thereby depriving? the House of an opportunity 
to exercise a constitutional right, if will#he quite open to the Sj)eaker 
to allow an opportunity to any member to lay it on the table so that 
the constitutional preliminaries might he fulfilled "and the House gets 
an opportunity to discuss this matter. In view ofdhese facts, I hold 
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that 80 far as the Jute Ordinance is concerned, it cannot^be dis- 
in the House now, bulaif any such contingency arises ii future, 
I will certainly, on the interpretation which I have giv^n, see that full 
opportunity is given to the House at an early date.

Dfi NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, this matter arose out of the 
suhinission that was made by the Oppositfon that an opportunity should 
be given J()r discussion of the subject-matter of the Ordinance.® We 
were fully aware that at the very moment when Ghvernrnent had with- 
drawn I he OrdinaiK^e, technically speaking, the i)rivilege that the 
House had under section 88(2), did not any mor/? exist. At the same 
time, ill view of the unusual practice followed by th^ Governmeut, you 
wore pleased to assure us that an opportunity should be given, and 
Government were prepared to accept that responsibility 

Mr* SPEAKERS I am prepared to allow that motion if it is suitably 
couched. 

Dr« NALINAKSHA SANYALs Tho matter is so important that 
although Government had last year under special circumstances pro- 
mulgated a i)articular form of Ordinance, it is quite possible tljat 
Government will have to repeat their intervention in the field of jute 
pri(;eH and manufactured jute in no time. Even at the present moment 
the silnnlion is such that probably (lovernment may have to intervene 
in a different direction in this connection. We shall not have any 
opportunity oj discussing this matter for anotiicr six months if we are 
not given the opportunity now. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What do you want? 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: The circumstances under which the 
Jute Ordinance was felt necessary and what should be the attitude of 
Government to the question in future 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think in that case if the Government and the* 
Opposition agree, a special motion in some form should be brought 
forward and if that is done, I should be quite prepared tx> consider it. 
The motion i«nnot be on the Jute Ordinance. 

Thtt Hon’blf Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: It is difficult for me at 
this stage to suggest what form the special motion will take. I^have 
not been able to fathom the entire idea which lies behind the speech 
of Dr. Sanyal. I would lik^to remind him, Sir, that Gt^vemment did 
not place that Ordinance on the table with any desire to delay a dis- 
cussion on the Qrdiaance, but because Government was anxious, as was 
declared on the flpor of the House, not to do anything which might 
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impede the passage of the Calcutta Municipal Bill by a single day. 
It was fbr that reason that it was not placed on %he table when the 
House met. At tj^at time the Ordin^^nce %’as in existence and a dis- 
cussion on it woifld have been valid under the Government of India 
Act. Thereafter, we withdrew the Ordinance because the purpose of 
it having been served and the Indian Jute Mills Asso<‘intion themselves 
having come to an agreement to set thejr own house in order, it was 
felt unnecessar.y for Govern nienf to (‘ontinue any legislative measures. It 
i.s for fliat reason, i e., on account of the withdrawal of tin* ()^‘tli nance, 
that this difficulty has arisen. I accept your ruling to the elTect that 
the Ordinance having hciui withdrawn, there (an he no discus.sion on the 
Ordinance as such. AVJiat other discussion is wanted, I do not know.

Mr. SPEAKER: That is entirely for you and tlie Opposition to 
decide. All I want to say is tijut I would not .stand in tlie way if 
the Opposition and Onvernuient agree to discuss any matter arising out 
fef the Jute Ordinance or arising out of the jute situation.

Mr. SPEAKER: I am not concerned with tlie political implication 
of cither a partHular act or action on the part ot Government. If 
Gov*>ininciit tor p(ditical reasons tliink that certain things should or 
should not come hclor<* the House that is entirely for (iovernmeiit to 
decide. I do not mean any reflt'c.tion on Government. All 1 say now 
is that the action of Government was the constitutional clogging of 
the right of the House*. So far as that is concerned, I have tried my 
best to find out whether there is no remedy and if we are absolutely 
helple.ss. I find that it is quite open in an emergency to start dis- 
cussion, so that, by any stretch of imagination, the right of ih© 
House may not he obstructed in any way. 

Th« Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Thai has been done quite 
unwittingly and we are sorry for that. 

Mr. 8A«IT0SH KUMAR BA8U: The very statement made by the 
Hon’ble Minister shows that if Goveniaient have a particular piece 
of legislation and want to rush it through, they can very well give 
prefe^nce to that piece of legislation^ to the detriment of the right of 
the House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: My interpretation will, I hope, remove tho 
difiBiculty.

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, at Dum Dum. This is really a very import- 
ant matter, and with the special power at my command I can allow 
that statement to be made. 

t 

Tha Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Ju.st to make one point 
clear, so far as the jK»litical prisoners in Alijiore Jail are concerned, 
they have not gone on hunger-strike but as tar as the Dum Dum Jail 
is concerned some of the prisoners have started hunger-strike from 
to-day (this afternoon). Government have been informed that certain, 
not all, of the terrorist convicts in Dum Dum Jail intend to go on 
hung»*r-stnke from to-day. The firisoner.s have indicated in writing 
that the sole and only ground of their action is to attempt to secure 
“immediate and unconditional release of all political prisoners ^nd 
restoration of civil liberties.” 

On the 2'')th of September, 19d8, the Goveininent <d Bengal announ* - 
ed their policy in regard to the release of te^ro^i.^t I'onvicts, and in 
particular made it clear that for reasons recorded they were not pre- 
pared to subscribe to a policy of in^liscriminate release. Government 
announced that they wamld release certain categories of prisoners on 
their own initiative, which they have already done, and that with 
regard to the remainder they would appoint a committee to advise 
Government on the exercise of clemency in their cases, the final deci- 
sion in each case remaining with Government. 

The statement issued by Mr. Gandhi, and the correspondence which 
passed between the Home Minister and Mr. Gandhi which has been 
publislied by Government, made two other points clear, namely, that 
Government were not prepared to set a time-limit within which the 
prisoners were to be released, and, seixindly, that Government intend- 
ed to undertake the release of prisoners on ^ their ow n responsibility 
and not on the basis of assurances given by prisoners to Mr. Gandhi 
and communicated by him to Government. As Mr. Gandhi himself 
Rtated. the interviews which he was allowed to have with the priwnera 
were for his own satisfaction only. 

The committee appointed by Government was so*' constituted as to 
give representation to all sCiades of opinion in the Legislature, and 
indeed was composed of members of the I^egislature with the exception 
of the Presidenf, a''retired High Court Judge, and one official. 
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In accordance with this policy, the Congrejia party in the I^egia- 
lature asked to nominate representatives and Air. Sarat Chandra 
Bose an8 Mr. Lalit Chandra Dus were tiominated. The invitation tn 
the Congress piyty was issued on thi 2t)th Septeinhei, and it was 

after a considerable interval, that is to say, on 2-lrd October, that a 
reply was ^nt nominathig Mr. Bose and Air. Das. In that reply 
Mr. Bose said that Government were all aware that the Congress party 
could not identify itself or ifgree with Government s policy in re.spect 
to political prisoners, but us the policy of Govern ment had been set 
forth in a communK]ue of September 2oth, that is to say^ the day 
prior to the issue of the invitation to Mr. Bose, tlie latter can have 
been under no misapjireheiision as to what Government’s policy was^^ 
and as to the purpose for which the (‘oiiiinittee had Iteen aj»pointed, 
namely, to consider individual cases on their merits and advise Gov- 
ernment accordingly. , 

The committee liegan its sittings in Decemher, llldS, and although 
its deliberations liave had to he fnM|tiently interrupted or jHvstjMmed, 
more often than not to suit tlie coiiNenience of the (^uigress members,, 
it has examined all hut 20 It lias imole recomimMidaticms to Govern- 
ment in 184 cases. 

As s<KUi as the recommendations <d the committee have been received 
hji G(»vernnient , they have been taken into consideration and d(*ult with 
as rapidly as |K)ssihIe. In 1 HJ ca.se^ pri.soners have been released aa 
recommended by the committee, and .‘18 rec'ommendutions are still 
under consideration by Government. In no case has the recommenda- 
tion of the committee been defiriitel\ turned <lown. 

In two cases of prisoners, who an* .siispec ted Tubercular subjects, 
Government considered it nect*ssar\ to impose certain comlitions. In 
another case wiiere a prisoner was recommended tor reli'ust* on medical 
grounds, it was found necessary while the committee were considering 
the t‘ase to .send the prisoner to hospital to undergo an o])eration. A 
successful operation for Appeudiciti.s was performed and the prisoner 
is now convalescent. As the diagiujsis on which the committee made 
their recommendation has been modified as a result of the operation, 
^the case has been referred back to them for further consideration. In 
another case a pri.souer’s mental roiidition came into question, and on 
receiving tht recommendation of the committee. Government had the 
prisoner examined by ifti expert. He rei’ommended certain treatment 
which lia# been carrier! out and the prisoner is about to be examined 
again before Government pa-^s orders on*fbis caiw*. Finally, in one case 
Government had to refer the reemnmendation of the committee hack to 
them for further consideration. inten'iewing the prisoner the 

committee repealed their recommendation; it has been accepted by 
Oovernnient and the prisoner had been nfleased. 

At the first meeting of the committee it was agreed by all the mem- 
T>erB that their proceedings should be regarded as tSonUdentiat and that 
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:«tatemeDts, if any, should only be made with the authority the 
PreHident, if possible, after consulting the committee as a wh^le. The 
publication, therefore, of the tjorrefpondence purporting to have passed 
between Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose and Mr. Gandhi in Vhich reference 
is made to the proceedings of the committee ip certain cases and to 
the attitude of individual members is a breach of confidence. It is 
the publication of this correspoRdence wlyich has led the prisoners in 
the Alipore and Dum Dum Central Jail to come to bAally unj\istified 
oonclusionst regarding the relations between Government and the ^om- 
rniltee. As described above, both Government and the cominitt^ have 
proceeded steadily and consistently to carry out their respective parts 
in the ])olicy aunouncerl in September, last year.' Tiie deliberations of 
the committee are not pomplete. Government are not yet in possession 
of all their recommendations. Until the committee’s recommendations 
have been received and considered, Government naturally are not in a 
])osition to come to any final decision in the case of any individual 
prisoner. Other than the letter of resignation, Government have 
received no communication either from Mr. Bose or Mr. Gandhi, they 
were not sent copies of the correspondence, nor were they informed of 
the corresjmndence or of the intention to make it public. 

Mr. Bose in submitting the resignations of himself and Mr. UaB 
Btated that the reason for their resignation was that their approach to 
the question of release of the convicted prisoners differed fundamentally 
from that of most of the other members of the committee. In informing 
the President of the committee that they had resigned. Mr, Bose 
expr(‘s.sed gratitude for the unfailing courtesy and consideration with 
wdcich he and his colleague had been treated. The conclusion, therefore, 
is that it was m» failure on tb(* ]mrt of Government to iinjileimuit their 
policy that led to the resignation. Tin* plain fact is that Mr. Bose 
failed in an endeavour to make the committee as a whole agree to the 
immediate unconditional release of every case placed before them. 
There has been and ran be no question of an alteration in the policy of 
Government or of a failure of Government to implement that policy, 
nor has there been on the part of the committee any lailiire to allow the 
representatives (^f the Gongress part\- the fullest opportunity and latitude 
to represent their particular views, (rovernment, however, were 
anxious that Mr. Bo.sp’s defection should not leave the Congress party 
unrepresented on the committee and they accordingly at obce wrote 
and enquired whether the party desired to nominate representatives 
to replace Mr. Bo.se and Mr. Das. In reply, Government were informed 
that as Mr. Bose’s views could not he harmonized with those of the 
committee, and as the party accepted Mr. Bose’s view1«, there could be 
no possibility of any other member or members participating in the 
proceedings of the committee. This disposes of the suggestion that they 
•hould be reinvitvd fo join the committee. 
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The release of terrorist convicts can only be justified if there ehtists 
and is m^ntained an atmosphere unfavourable to a recrudescence of 
violence and terrt^ism. In spite of (feupetous speeches and writing in 
certain quarters *and clear indications in Bengal of a drift away from 
constitutional agitation aid non-violence. Government have felt in the 
absence of any serious overt acts that they \u're for tlie time being 
justified in, proceeding with their po]i<\v*ot cleniciicv. A hunger-strike 
is an ^pen threat to Government and (‘an only he designed to create 
a serious agitation for tlie release of these j)risoners which w#iild itself 
destroy fliat atmo^ph(Te and render a continuance t>f the ]>i)li(‘y impos- 
sible. Fritil the maintenance of a suitable almosplien* has been 
assured. Government will susjiend releas«‘s and will ditt‘ct the committeo 
to suspend tlieir (‘(Uisidcrat ion (d the remaining cases submitted to 
them. 

As has been said (ioverninent have appointed to advise* them a com- 
mittee ot reprcsentative> of the difierent jearties in the Legislature. 
Their policy and the coinpo'^ition of the eominiltee have h(‘en before the 
public for many months. At the time of tin* budget ami on iiinumeralde 
other occasions during a lengthy session, opjmrtnnities havi' oeeiirred 
for challenging this jmliev or for d(*monstrating that it was not in 
ac^rdance with the wishes ol the Legislature, to vNliieh tlo* Ministry is 
responsible. Gn no single occasion, however, has it for (UJe moment 
been questioned in the Legislature, 'I'hc assertion which has sometimes 
been mad(‘ that the altitude of (lovcinincnl in this matter is undiuuo- 
cratic or not in accordance with the wishes of ilo* people is belied by 
these facts. On the contrary, it is demonstrable that not (ml\ have 
Government a])proache(l the general problem in a conciliatory spirit, 
but they have been (’areful to asso<’iate with tloun at evei v stage ineinlicrH 
of the Legislature, including tho.Ke whose view-^. tiov km‘W. wen* not 
identical w'ith their own. 

Of the terrorist prisoners still in jail, 11 w'«Te convicted for jmrti- 
cipation in organised raids in which serious loss of life was occasioned. 
Another 21 took part in dacoities in which in most ca.scs serious and 
Indiscriminate violence occurred. Twelve have been convicted of plain 
and deliberate murder or attempts to murder, 11 took part in robberies 
with violence, 10 were convicted of the illicit possession of firearms, 
another 11 of assaults of Various kinds and 24 were convicted for conspi- 
racy to commit crimes of a similar character. 

In conclusion, I would like to state of rather remind the House that 
Government had released over 3,000 detenus and 200 convicted political 
prisoners.

as to whether the number should be eight or four.^ 
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Mr. 8YED ilALALUDDiN HA8HEMY: I am coming to that. 

We could have supported Jfr. (Jriffiths’s motion only if he confirmed 
the decision arrived at by the Upper House and if te demanded one 
more seat for the Anglo-Indian community of Calcutta, we would have 
been glad to support his motion. The original proposition of the 
Government was for 8 seats to be allotted for the nominated members 
in the Calcutta Corporation. ^e suggested many alterations, but the 
Government by a sheer majority of votes carried their projwsition. * But 
in the Up^er House constituted as it is, Governibent have a clear 
majority. The Upper House, if I may say so, is the House of Lords 
of this Province. (A voick: House of Lords!) We are commoners 
and the other House is the House of liords. The Upper House after 
careful consideration gave their decision reducing the number from 
eight to four. The day wlien the Up])er House made that decision, the 
number of members attfuiding ilie meeting was more ihan 4(1. There- 
fore, it can be said that the House was well represented and the matter 
was tlioroughly discussed by the members of the House of Lords. 
There was a division and the motion for reducing the number of seats 
from eight to four was carried by a majority of vot(‘s. (A voicK: Of 
how many?) Whatever it may me. In democratic institutions the 
number does not count. Whether i1 is a majority id one, (wo or three, 
is immaterial. It was carried. Yissterday 1 hud no idea wliat would 
be the attitude ol Government with regard to the number oi nominated 
members, but to-day when the Hon’ble Minister moved his motion, it 
was clear that Government insist on their previous decision. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Dacca: 

That was Ili(> (locision of (lie Himwo. 

Mr. 8YEO JALALUDDIN HASHEMY: But a certain strong 
section opposed the idea of giving eight seats through nomination. In 
all fairness I may say tliat possibly this is the only example during the 
last two years excepting the Finance Bill where there was slight 
modification by the I’p]>er House, and when it came back to us, , 
Government did not accept the decision of the Upper House. (A voice: 
That is not the only occasion.) So far as T know this is the only 
occasion during the last two years when Government is not prepared 
to accept the decision of the Upper House. 

(Here the member having reached his time-limit, resumed his seat.) 

Mr. DEBI PR08AD KHAITAN: I rise just to givp reasons for the 
amendment that I have moved. It is for the purpose of securing 
representation for the Indian mercantile community on the Corporation 
of Calcutta through such bodies as have been recognised for the purpose-^ 
of getting representation on this House itself. Members of this House 
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will remember that the bodies that weue selected from the Indian 
mercantile community for the purpose of representation on this House 
were selected after very careful conftderiRion not only at the hands 
of a committee appointed in this pnivince, hut also by the Hammond 
Committee which toured throughout the (x>untrv.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I umler^tand that the agreement 
was that you would allot about an hour 

Mr. 8PEAKER: That was abandoned 4'hat was what I suggested. 
Mr. Khaitan was pointing out that we could not discuss the number 
without knowing for wliat juir[)ose it would be allotted. On that it was 
agreed tliat the discus-*ion would '»ii till Momlay, There are now 
three points. The first is the (lucstum oi numher: the second is whether 
We should restore the original (dauM* and tin* third is if any oilier 
reservation i.s considered necessary, ami. li so. tor what purpose. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KyMAR BA8U: Sir. in rising to support the 
amendment wdiich I have placed lM*fore this ILnise that the numher of 
nominated .seat.s should be reduceil to out*. I web'oine this opportunity 
which has presented itself Iwfore the Houm* of considering thift^question 
of nomination /mce again. The Bengal Legislative Council has really 
pointed the way the solution oi the vexed problem of nomination in 
the Calcutta Corporation and incidentally in the local bodies in the 
province. Sir, on the last occasion when Aiis Bill was discussed on the 
floor of this House the question of nomination wa.s agitate<l from 
different points of view and all the arguments wliicli cftuld be Educed 
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against this system were considered and discussed threadbare. I do 
not know, Sir, that there wfts one single voice raised in suppsrt of this 
system ot nomination, in siifportlof the perpetuation*^)f this system of 
nomination in the Corporation of Calcutta. Even the Hon’ble Minister 
in charge of this Bill had to admit that the system of nomination is 
under the scrutiny ot Government at the present moment not only w'ith 
regard to the (h)rporation of (’tleiitta hi^t also with regard to the other 
local bodies in the province. He has also, if 1 am not disclosing a 
secret, adt^)ted that attitude in tlie Select Commiittee and even on the 
floor of this House ht* has made it ])erfectly clear that the Government 
have ('(‘rtainly not made up their mind finally that the system of 
nomination should he jicrpet uated in the local ' bodies of Bengal. I 
understand. Sir, that is the attitude which the Go\ernment still maintain 
with regard to this matter.

the Calcutta Improvement Tiu-'t (»n the ('alciitta Cor]u)ration. There is 
no other agency, there is no other method by whit h his recruitment may 
at present be effected. That is iu\ pur]»ost‘. Sir, wh\ 1 have suggested 
that this number might be reduced to one. So tar as the general police 
of nomination is coneernt‘d. that has bemi discussed before, and the 
HonTde Minister has hiuiMdf admitted, as I Ipivi' said, that that policy 
has not finall\ reeeived the seal ot approval tar as the iiresent (lovern- 
ment is eoneerned. Sir, 1 might remind the Hon'ble Minister that the 
Governipent of India Act hv which he swears, if I may be permitted 
to use that expression, so far as the jirestmt Bill is concerned, the 
Government of India Act w'hieh has been made the^ |iouudation of this 
Bill in the Statement of Objects and Keasons has given the final go-by 
to the system of nomination so fur as the Brovincial Legislatures are 
concerned. (A voiCK : Here and not in the Council.) So far as the 
Upper Houses, the I.iegislative Councils^ are concerned, my honourable 
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friend reminds me that the system is still in vojfue. 1 fully agree, and 
that is jiist the system which 1 had advoenitMl tor the ('orporation of 
Calcutta on the J^ht occasion. It isf)nl>#it it is considered nei'essary 
that members slfould he nominated to the Countdl, that nomination is 
resorted to under the (lovernment of India Act. It is not incumbent 
upon the Government to nominate members to the Upper lloust*s if they 
do not consider it nt‘cesr,ary. jso iar a'*the Asst‘mhl\ i^ concerned the 
system of nomination lias bemi complcttdx ahoh.shed b> the (lovcrn- 
ment*of India x\ct b^'can.^e it is undemociaiic. because it is ^i^ainsl the 
spirit of the times, betause it militates against the vei\ spirit which 
jicrmeates or jiroti'sses to |)ei'mcat(‘ the (io\crnment ot Indi.i Act. Now 
ill the Lcgislatne Cottncil the s\*,tcm ot muninaiion is still retained 
no doubt, but rtuained in what ioimr' otil\ it it is considiwed nt‘cessar\ 
b_\ the ti ovcrii imm t I hesc iKuninatcd members d(> not form an essential 
or an integral pait in the eon-'t itut ion of tin* Couiu'il. tbil> some 
jiower is rt'tained by ( iovei iimeiit to nominate im‘mbi*rs. it that is 
considered lUM-essarN in tlie c\i<»eneies et ciicumstanci‘s. Well. 1 
would sugiiest, as I did (»n the List o( ca^lon, that such po\M*r might 
also be retaiiK'd, so tai as the ('oiporation ot Calcutta is coneernetl, if 
it was thoui»ht that on the recniitm<*nt of memlH*!^ ihnmgh the door 
of (dection the propel t\))e of menib(‘!> had not conn* (iiaernment 
might thmi have H'couise to nomiimtnm if ion'>ideie<l nei*es!>ary to 
nominate .sonn* technical exp(‘ris on the ( orporation of ( alcutta. I hat 
is the system winch juevails in the ( ppei llousi* 1 hat system might 
with advantagv be adopted in tin* ( 'oi piuation (d Cab'Utta als(». That 
was not accepted. And at the present monn'iit 1 cannot go into that 
aspect ot the matter, but as m> li-eiid has i.,ised the <|Uestion of 
nomination in the Legislative ('(Oimil. 1 miuht .ju*;t remlml him that 
1 would rather welcome tliat s\.st<'ni than ha\ing undiluted nomina- 
tion, which is merel> a s\c<t]diants constituency, a selt-st*ekcrs 

constituem*\, which can onl> le* taken advantage of b> tiiose who can 

propitiate the Gods that be tor the time being and not b> those who 
can stand ui>on tlieir own meiit and face an <*leetorate and get through 
the open door of election to a dcm(»crati«' bod\ . 1 hat is the diileiema* 

•between nomination and election in dclibenuive bodies. Sir, I would 
ask rny friend, the Hon’ble Minister in charge, to accept the amend- 
ment whidi I have pro^fised. It migiit mean that the matter will go 
back to the Gouucil again — in any case it will. It will tor the time 
being enable the Government to give a^lead in the matter, to come to 
some sort of a dueision with regard to the (juesiion of nomination, not 

only for this .particular local body in Calcutta but tbrongliout the 

province. If th|[y now accejit ibis amendment and decide to limit tbe 
number of nominations to one in the ( orporation and appoint the 
Chairman of the Calcutta Improverncnf Trust to that one single 
•nominated seat. Government will not only solve the problem so far as 
the Calcutta Corporation is concerned, but they wdll^be able to solve 
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the problem for the whole province of Bengal. They are themselves 
pestered with requests for nomination to all these local bodies. Let 
them make a beginning, lA th#ln definitely make .up their mind so 
far as the metropolitan local body is concerned, let thern definitely take 
their stand and show that they will set their face against this principle 
and abolish nomination. The f-alciitta Improvement Trust is prac- 
tically a part, an integral part? of the ('prporation itself. It is financed 
by the Corporation, it caters to the needs of the Corporation; it^serves 
the purpo^ of the Corp(uatioij as an ad hoc body charged with the 
duty of opening out new roads and parks and increasing the amenities 
of this city. From that point (d view I tliink the Chairman of the 
(hilcutta lmi)rovement Trust ought to liave a 'seat, an honoured seat 
and a useful seat on the Corporation ot Calcutta. And one seat should 
be reserved for him. There is no other door open to him now in the 
statute except nomination. That is wliy 1 am suggesting that one 
seat should be reserved f(»r a definite purpose. 1 would ask the 
Hon’ble Minister-in-charge to make uj) his mind, and I would also ask 
tlie (hibinet to definitely <()nie t(» a decision at this moment on the 
question of nomination which can be given effect t(» not only in the 
(\>rporution of (hilcutta but ultimately in the whob* of Bengal. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sii, in moving m\ ainend- 
meni, I want to make the best of a ba<l bargain. As niy j)arty made it 
clear in their election manifesto that the^ wanted to abolisli the system 
of nomination, 1 cannot but be imlined to do away whli that >\stem 
altogether from all local biulies. But av the House has accepted the 
principle of nomination with ies])ect to this Bill and as at this stage it 
is not i>ossible to move an amendment to abolish the system of nomi- 
nation, I move some other amendments which mean that I propose to 
reduce the uumbi'r (d* mnninated ^eat> irom 4 to d or to '2. 

Sir, in moving the.se amendments 1 })roj)ase that the nomination 
should be made from the communit\ comprising the Indian Christians, 
the Buddhists and the dews. At the same time 1 ])ropose that one 
nomination should be made from the Muslim Chamber of Commerce* 
and one from Muslim ladies or frtnn <»ther unrepresented commercial 
groups. 

Sir, we had criticised the system of nomination in detail when this 
Bill was discussed in this Hon^^e previously. Now we have got another 
opportunity of discussing it. Therefore, Sir, at this second earliest 
opportunity I would try to reduce the number of nominated seats from 
4 to 3 or to 2. (Mauivi Muham-viad Israil: Why^not one?) It is 
reserved for you. The system of nomination, as I have submitted, can- 
not be supported on historical grounds, because it takes us to the middle 
ages when the autocratic Governments compromised with the rising 
democracy, and' in order to keep their h(dd over the country the Kings 
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the Governments of the mediaeval age proposed nominations to meet 
the dema<ids of the rising tide of democracy. Subsequently most of the 
democratic counl^ies abolished the •vate* of nomination, but in our 
country the system of nomination was retained only 1o keep our masters 
in power and to do anything according to their wivsh in the elected 
bodies. The Government of India Act which came into force in 1937 
abolished the system of nomination in the Lower Houses of the Provin- 
cial Legislatures, and that is practically a hint given to us that down- 
wardl from the Provincial Legislature we should not keep^the system 
of nomination in force. Hut that principle ha^ been given a go-by 
in the present Bill and the (iovernment is again forcing nomination in 
the Calcutta Corporati«n, the premier self-governing institution in our 
country. 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABiBULLAH Bahadur, of Daooa: 

On a point of order, Sir. After both the Lower House and the Upper 
House have aecepte<l the ]irin<iple ot nomination, can the honourable 
member speak about the system of nomination ^ 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I think, it is in order. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: When the Hill was presentoi 
to the Hounc, the Preamble told us that the Hill was introduced mainly 
to give proper representation to (he Muslim community. Hut 1 wonder 
how the interest of tlie Muslim community will be served by keeping 
the s\steni of nomination in force ur b\ fixing the number at eight. 
Nomination will not serve the interest any community ex(‘epting 
that of the yierson nominating. The nominated members will not 
represent the Muslims, or the Hiiolus or the Cliristian community. 
They will be merely electrified dummies. Sir, as 1 was .submitting 
before the House, the Muslim interest was mainlv in the ]»icture when 
the Bill was first introduced. We sugg<‘sted several wa\s whitdi might 
serve the intere.sts of the Mussulmans in the ( alcutta ( 'orjioration. We 
suggested adult franchise, we sugge.sted other means, but nothing was 
•adopted. Here in Calcutta the Muslim population forms only 2t» per 
cent., but according to the jtresent arrangement only ID per cent, of the 
people will l>e able to votg. I submit, a man will be truly representative 
if at least 50 yrer cent, or more of tlie population can vote for him. The 
persons who will not be so elected to the (alcutta ( oryKjration wdll not 
truly represent the Mu.slim community, not to speak of the eight 
nominated meyibers who will have no r-onnection with any commur.-iy 
whatsoever. Th^efore, I submit, the original yruipose of introducing 
the Bill that they will make true repre.senta lives of the Muslim com- 
munity in the Calcutta Corporation is now^ forgotten . Instead of doing 
kbat, they are retaining eight persons to be nominated to get in power 
the party which is now running the Government. The^' are not caring 
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for the interest of any community or of the country as a whole. In 
my other amendments I submit that one member at least ^from the 
Muslim Chamber of Commer#e shtuld be taken in. This body has been 
recognised by the Parliament also and a representative from that body 
has been given to this House, but unfort unately a smaller body than the 
Prf>vincial Legislature were not given any opportunity to have anybody 
to rei)reKent the Muslim Cliai/iber of Commerce. Therefore, if the 
interest of the Muslims be at heart of the Hon’ble the Mover of the Bill, a 
provision for rejuesentation in the Corporation from that body ^ least 
shouJd have been inadt*. But uiBbrtunately it has not been done. I 
appeal to the House that instead of trying to retain the interest of any 
j»arii(uilar body in the Calcutta (h)r])oiation tho interest of the country 
and the inlere‘st ot the Muslims and otli(‘r minoritii's be ke])t in view. 
If the system of nomination is maintained or if eight i)ersons are nomi- 
nated, it may give balance of power to the foreigners who are practically 
ruling us. Tlierefore, instead of doing tlmt, instead of keeping that 
party in power, it should be our duty to have a i>roj)er j)erhpective of 
the wdiole thing and w’e should tr> to introduce into the country a proper 
atmosphere of democratic government. Thereioii', 1 submit that my 
amendments may In* taken into consideration and accepted b\ the House. 

Mr. PULIN BEHARY MULLiCK: Mr. l)epul\ Speaker, Sir, the 
proceedings of this House n*lating to the subject-matter under discus- 
sion are (piite fresh in the minds (d the hoiCble members of this House 
because they are too recent. So, an elaborate discussion over again is 
absoluti'ly unnecesNar\ . 

Sir, tlie Bill, as passed in the A'^Ncmbly, ]>i‘ovided seven seat.s for 
the members of the Schedule Castes. But the Council cut dowui three 
of these seats. So, Sir, we are left with four seats only. Thus, the 
people, who are entitled to nine seats in a Houst* of being ten per 
<*ent. of the total jiopulation of the cit\ ot Calcutta, are in the opinion 
of the (kuincil to have only tour seats. The injustice is too glaring to 
need any comment. 

Sir, in order to rectify this injustice, it is necessary to retain these 
three seats in the nominated list. 

Sir, it may now be argued lhat even wdthin the amended list of 
nominated seat.s provision ean yet he made* for the members of the 
Scheduled Castes. They may have three seats and the other may go 
to the Chairman of the Calcutta Improvement Trust. But, Sir, this 
distribiCion will exhaust the scanty list of amended nominated seats, 
and there will be no room for women, labour and other interests. Sir, 
in order to solve this ditheulty, after very careful ccusideration, eight 
seats were kept to be filled fn by nomination. This, Sir, is the justi- 
fication for substituting the w’ord “eight" in place of the word “four*C 

With these avoivls, Sir. 1 resume my seat. 
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Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the amend- 
ment whi(^ stands in my name proposes to reduce the number of nomi- 
nated Councillors .from four to two. •It il well known, Sir, that the 
system of nomination is a pernicious system and should l>e done away 
with. 

If you would look up the Government of India Act, 1985, which 
controls the Assembly, you w*ll find tKat the system of nomination 
should^ be done away with altogether: it has been done away with 
in the case of this AiWembly, and has practically been done^way wdth 
in the case of the Council of tliis province. In view of this clear inten- 
tion of the Government of India Act, 1 submit that there is absolutely 
no reason why the sysfem of nomination should be retained for this 
city of ('ali-utta. 1 submit. Sir. that the object underlying this Bill 
is not to increase the civic amenities of ('alcutta : the object is to convert 
the majority community into a minority community : the further object 
of the Bill is to undermine the strength and influence of the Congress 
in the civic administration of this city. 

Sir, if the object of having ntunimited (hoimnllors is to improve the 
condition of Calcutta or to improve the civic amenities of this city, 
then 1 think that G(tvernment shotild md have any objection in accepting 
the suggestions of my friend Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal, su«‘h as that at 
least half of the nominated Councillors .shall be uon-ofticiul experts in 
some field conneett'd with the administration of the affairs (d the muni- 
cipality. or at least half shall be from amongst the number (d ex-Mayora 
and ex-l)e]iut\ *Ma\or> not elected as Councillors, or at least tw'o shall 
be from among the heads of re<’ognised institutions for tecdinical and 
general education in the ('ity, or at least two shall be from amf>ng the 
leading medical men (d the city, oi at least two sliall be members of the 
Scheduled Ca.stes. or at least one shall be from among the reputed engi- 
neers residing in this city, or at lea>t one shall be the Chairman of the 
Calcutta Imprfjvement Trust, or at least one .shall be a nominee of the 
Calcutta Improvement Trust, or at lea-^t one shall be the Chairman of 
a suburban municipality, or at least one shall be an Indian Christian 
rate-paper of the city, and so on and so forth, I am rjuite sure, Sir, 
*that the purpose of the Government is not to improve the civic condi- 
tion of Calcutta; their object is to redm-e the majority community into 
a minority community. • 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, it is well^ known that originally it was 
provided that seven members of the Scheduled Castes should ^ nomi- 
nated, but subsequently under pressure of those members of the 
Scheduled Castes who support Government it has been provided in the 
Bill that four members should be elected and three should be nominated. 
Why is it that the Scheduled Castes should be denied the privilege of 
flection? I am quite sure in my mind that the so-called leaders of the 
Scheduled Castes w ho support the Government do ftot |fet any support 
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ffom nie»il>er» of that comwmnity liring in the city of Calcutta, because 
if they had such support they would not hare clamoured for nomination. 
They cannot enter the CorpiDration of Calcutta by means of election, 
and so they want to get in by the back door. So, it has been suggested 
that three Councillors should be nominated from amongst the Scheduled 
Caste members. But why? My friend Mr. Pulin Behary Mullick has 
not in any way been able to show why there should be nomination for 
the Scheduled Castes. Can it be said that the interests of the rate- 
payers of Calcutta belonging to the various communities are difeerent 
and not identical? Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I submit that the interests 
of the various peoples living in this city are one and the same. The 
interests of the Hindus and of the Muslims aie identical. This is a 
proposition which no one W'ill be able to challenge. 

Sir, I submit once again that this Bill is a pernicious Bill and a 
ciunmunal Bill at that, designed to convert the majority community in 
this city into a minority community. 

The Hon’ble the Chief Minister was pleased to observe that the 
provisions of this Bill were fair, but, Sir, he has openly declared in 
this House that the real object behind this Bill is not to improve the 
civic administration of Calcutta — the (d>ject is to destroy the strength 
of the Congress. It is with this end in view that this j)rinciple of nomi- 
nation has been sought to be introduced in this measure, viz., for 
destroying the strength of the Congress in the affairs of the Calcutta 
Corporation and converting the majority community of this city into 
a minority community. The Hindu community forms -Tr) per cent, of 
the population of the city of Calcutta and HO per cent, of the taxes are 
paid by them. Justice is on their side. I think, 1 can confidently say 
that such an unjust Bill has never disfigured the statute book of any 
civilised country in the world. 1 am quite sure that my friends on the 
other side will not look to reason, they will not look to the justice of 
our cause, but the amendment that has been suggested by the Hon’ble 
Nawab Habibullah Bahadur of Dacca will certainly be carried by mere 
force of number — this is tyranny of the number. But before I sit down, 
I want to remind the Cabinet of the well-known expression of one of the 
most eminent political thinkers in the world, namely, that justice is 
power and if it cannot create, it will certainly destroy. I want to 
remind the House that justice is on our side ,and justice is power and 
if it cannot create, it will certainly destroy. With these few words, I 
commend my motion to the acceptance of the House. 

Mf. W. CHIPPENDALE: Sir, 1 rise to support the amendments 
moved in favour of an extra seat for Anglo-Indians — one of them han 
been moved by Mr. Hashemy to whom 1 am grateftR — because 1 feel 
that an allotment of only two seats for this community, a community 
which is important in many respects* is totally inadequate. We Anglo- 
Indians have vei^y many interests in this city : we pay our rates and taxee 
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It has been said that the landlords pay a large sum of money to the 
coffers of the Corporation. But, Sir as u matter of fact if you analyte 
that statement yflu will find that not an inconsiderable portion of that 
large sum is paid by the Anglo-Indians. For every Anglo-Indian payt 
his occupier’s share of the municipal tuxes through his landlord. 
Sometimes he pays it directly and sometimes he pays it indirectly. If 
the amount of money that is paid by tfie Anglo-Indian .inhabitants of 
this g?*eat city be added up, you will find that the Anglo-Indians cer- 
tainly pay a good pr(tj)ortioii of the total amount of the tnxe^ realised in 
this city. In the next jdace there are other interests also which the 
Anglo-Indians are called upon to protect, namely, their educational insti- 
tutions. Some of these educational institutions are being forced to 
leave the town of Calcutta and go outside municipal limits on account 
of the exorbitant rate of taxes that is iinjwsed on them — whether these 
taxes are imjmsed deli)>erately or imposed in the ordinary course of 
business, I divuot know. But this much is <*ertain that many schools 
are being compelled to go out of Calcutta in order to exist. They ait> 
not doing so for the purpose of b(*ttering their prosi»ects or for attract- 
ing more children, but only tor the juirpose of sclf-jvrescrvation. So, 
Sir, you will see that we have a large interest t(» pr«»tect, and I feel that 
representation of our com in unity by only two members is wbolly inade- 
quate. We want more. No donbt this is rather a late stage in the 
proceedings to raise this question, hut under section 'I of the Act the 
number can be increased. 1 trust that Government will see that projier 
representation is given to the Anglo-Indians and that justice is done 
to a community w^hich deserves everything of the best from the bands 
of every Government wliether now* existing or which may «’ome into 
existence in the future.

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to support 
the principle of no nomination, or failing that less nomination. In 
doing so, I have to record an emphatic protest against this denial of 
democracy by the Government. In the year of our Lord 1939 to think 
of appointing Municipal Councillors by nomination is an anachronism, 
and it must therefore go. Sir. may I ask the Government what is it 
that has induced them to introduce this pernicijms system of nomination 
in a self-governing institution like the Calcutta Corporation!^ Is it love 
for the Scheduled Caste people? Far from it. It is not love tor any- 
body or for anything but themWlves. It is 8elf-love> pure and simple. 
Having provided in the j)erniciou8 Bill for separate electorate, thus 
creating artificial but effective banriers between Hindus and Muham- 
madans and betw'een Caste Hindus and Scheduled Caste Hindus, they 
are now taking another step* forward. They now intend to create a 
barrier between Scheduled Caste pe<^ple and Scheduled Caste people.^ 
liet me tell you how. By the distribution of patronage in the shape of

nominiitioii they will create a division between those people who will be 
in the g«3>d books o^ the Government and those people who are not. 
Sir, it reaBy is puzzle to me, and why Ae Government should think 
of continuing^ this pernicious system of nomination, I fail to understand. 
If the real motive that actuates the Government is the love for the Sche- 
duled Caste people who, accordingr to them, do not know how to elect 
their own representatives of t4ie Municipal Committee and therefore 
requirg the perpetual tutelejfe of the Government, then to ask the 
Scheduled Caste peojde to remain content with that, is nothihig but an 
insult to them. It is better, however, if the Government are frank 
and tell them plainly, “we are determined to divide the Hindus and 
Muhammadans, we are'detemiined to divide the S<‘heduled Caste and 
Caste Hindus, and also to divide even the Scheduled Castes and Sche- 
duled Castes.’* 

Sir, I would not take any more time of the House, but in conclusion 
T Would ask the Government to take note of one fact. The country has 
found out the grame. The country shall ncd tolerate it in the name of 
democracy and f?ood groverninent. We of the Conirress party are deter* 
mined to do away with this state of thinf?s and the country to a man 
sooner or later, rather sooner than later, will find out the grame and will 
follow us, the consequences of which it is not very difficult to anticipate. 
I ask the (iovernment to take note of this and to acl a(*cordingtly, aiul if 
they find it impossible to droj) out nomination altogretber, they should 

at least make an endeavour to make noinimitioti as little obnoxious aa 

« 

possible. 


Mr. MONMOHAN DAS: Sir, I rise to si)eak a few words with 
rejfard to the due share of the Scheduled Castes in the Calcutta Corpo- 
ration. A clear injustice lias been dom* tf» the Scheduled C'astes and 
to the Hindus in ]?eneral as a result of this Calcutta Municipal 
(Amendment) Bill, I made iny position (juite clear at the time of the 
third reading of thi.s Bill in this House that the motive of tlie Govern- 
ment is bad and that the policy adopted hy them is a pernicious one 
^detrimental to the Scheduled Castes and to the Hindus in jfeneral. 

Sir, I do not want to*go into the question at lenjfth, but 1 would 
like to point out that while the (T^ivernmeni have allotted 22 seats to 
the Muhaiuinaiians uao lonu onl> 2o per cent, of the entire popula- 
tion of Calcutta, they have provided 47 seats for the Hindu.s including 
four elected sestts for the Scheduled Castes, although the Hindus form 
72 per cent, of th# total population. Is it not an act of clear injustice 
to the Hindus in general who on the basi^of the seats allotted to the 
lluhanunadans, are entitled to 62 seats instead of 41 f Even the Sche- 
dtiled Cast^, Sir, on the basis of the weightage gi^en to the Muham- 
madan community, are entitled to get at least ten seats, out the Govern* 
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ment have given them only seven seats. And out of these seven seats 
four have been proposed to be elected and three nominated sea^. As to 
the reason why the system tf nofnination is propose^ to be retained by 
the amendment before this House tabled by the ‘^Hon’ble Nawab 
Bahadur of Dacca, we do not know, but it is well known to him that 
the majority of the Scheduled Castes people both here and outside this 
House vehemently opposed the system^ of nomination. (Mr. Anukul 
CiiANBiu Das; Question?) No such questionings and interruptions 
will make out a case for my friends of the Cpalition Group,* but I 
assert thaf it is a fact that tbree-foiirths of the members of the Sche- 
duled Castes have vehemently opposed the system of nomination. In 
spite of that, Sir, there is no denying the fact \hat only with a view to 
satisfy a few favoured henchmen of Government, they are going to per- 
petiiate this pernicious system, so that these men who are anxious to 
have a seat on the Corporation may have it through the back door of 
nomination. To say that the system of noii|ination is being retained 
with a view to safeguard the interests of the Scheduled Castes who may 
not secure an adequate representation on the Calcutta Corporation 
through election is a misnomer. To make my position clear I may 
refer to the state of affairs in almost all the local bodies in the province, 
— the union boards, district boards and municipalities, — where the 
seats on the boards are captured by the Muhammadans and Caste 
Hindus, and the Scheduled Castes are almost unrepresented. Had the 
Government a real desire to safeguard the interests of the Scheduled 
Castes, they would certainly not have allowed to continue that state 
of affairs there. The British Government. Sir, when introducing the 
Reforms, have abolished this pernicious system of nomination in the 
Provincial T.egislative Assemblies, and by virtue of the Government 
of India Act, 1935, thirty members of the Scheduled Castes have found 
their plnc'e in this House, and we. Sir, both in this House and outside, 
will fijjht with the last drop of our blood to compel this reactionary 
Government to do away with this pernicious system. This Government, 
Sir, has retained this pernicious system of nomination in the Calcutta 
Corporation solely with a view to reduce the legitimate Hindu majority 
in the Calcutta Corporation to a statutory minority, and to \ave a 
ruling hand over that body with the help of a foreign element, the 
Britishers. The fact is that in case all these seven Scheduled Caste 
seats are made elected seats, Government a’pprehend that the elected 
members of the S<*heduled Castes will join with the Congress and frus- 
trate the real motive behind* this pernicious piece of legislation. 
Lastly c Sir, m&y I strike a note of warning to my Scheduled Castes 
friends in the coalition group and also to my friends over there — I mean 
the Hon’ble Mr^ Mullick and the Hon’ble Mr. P. D. Raikut — who are 
so anxious to retain the system of nomination, that the time is not far 
distant when, to their utt^r amasement, they will find one fine morning 
that the power thqt they now wield is gone and that they have lost the 
confidence ef the ^community to which they belong. 
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Mr* SiBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I expressed myself very 
strongly ^against the system of nomination on a previous occasion whe» 
this Bill was before this House. Buf to-dhy what I want to say is not 
so much about ‘the system of nomination, but how Labour is feeling 
about the Municipal Bill. This Government — not to speek of other 
things — by the promulgation of the Jute Ordinance which by the way 
Government did not dare plaoe before flie House and w’hich we did not 
get ^n opportunity of criticising has shown that the present Ministry 
is going against the interests of Labour. And in this B^ they have 
gone further. They have seen the strength of Labour because Labour 
has repeatedly shown its militancy, and therefore to break that mili- 
tancy a new weapon ^ being forged, and that is communalism. C/om- 
munalism is being introduced in this Municipal Bill. That is not • 
stray instance! Throughout Bengal we are finding communalism being 
spread and to give it a fillip that system — I mean the communal system 
— is being introduced in the Cah utto Lorjmration aim). 

Sir, here I would only like to record my voice of i)rote8t. It has often 
been said — it was for instance said on the last (X’casion — that so Jong 
Labour did not get any seats and we are now giving Labour two sent# 
and one nominated seat possibly. Still LalK)ur is so ungrateful that 
they are never satisfied and they are raising theii‘ voice against it. 1 
want to make it clear on account of the w^ay in which these two seats are 
being given and the third seat is j>ropo8ed to be given that w'e feel 
that those who are not connected with I^ilnnir. those who are acting 
under the dicttites of capitalists will get those seats through nomination. 
The rules about election have been so manipulated that genuine trade 
unions are finding no .scope, and members of such trade unions find 
no opportunity of even standing as candidates for election. The 
Calcutta Corporation ha.s about 20, (MM) workers and so if they demand 
a special seat, that demand is (juite justifiable. .Vs so many seats 
90 or 95— are being given to the diftcreiit interests, why not give one 
seat to represent the 20,(MM) employees of the (Calcutta Corporation who 
are really re8pon.sible for running the whole administration? But that 
has hot been conceded. I may again raise my voice of protest and 
say that if these 20,000 employees take it into their heads they can 
put the Corjioration — no( only the Calcutta (k)rporation but the whole 
Government— in a veryalifficult position. For instance, let us visuaJi^sr 
that the lighters of the Corporation do not work. What will happen?- 
The city of Calcutta will be as dark as {lades! And real lions and tigera 
of the Sunderbans — and not the sham lions and tigers wl^ pnxdaim 
themselves as such — will be seen in the streets of Calcutta as they 
were seen 180 yars back when Sutanati was bought by Job Chamock 
and first settlement was made here. Now, one may think that it ^ 
not matter. We need not go nut at night. T^et us suppose, Sir, 

. the electric workers of the Corporation stop their work. What wilf 
happen? Or suppose that the water-workers stop ‘guj^lying water, life 
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will than be very uncomfortable for the Hon'ble Ministers and for 
tbose who are piloting this Bill. How, let us take the last instance. 
Suppose the sweepers of the^Oalcutta Corporation stgp work. 'What 
will happen? You can easily yisualise, Sir, that if th^ people who at 
present roam about in the cloaks of lions and tigers haye to do the work 
which the sweepers do, then not only they but eyerybody in Oadcutta 
will be put to difficulty. I do hot know «rhether the Hon'ble Ministers 
would like to have a foretaste of the job which the sweepers ha^e to 
<do if the l^^ter take it into their heads that as the Ministry is not 
redressing their grieyances they are not going to work any more. These 
are the possibilities, Sir. I do not mean to say that these will ineyitably 
liappen, but I soy that these are the possibilities which may very well 
come to pass. Therefore, Sir, I would ask the Hon’ble Ministers and 
those who are supporting them to consider this aspect of the question 
though what I say may appear to be somewhat fantastic this evening 
On behalf of labour, therefore, I would ask Government to drop the 
Bill.

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Mr. trEAKER: I may announce that ao far as tb« hunger-strika 
is oouceried, if the Municipal Bill is finished to-day, as I hope it will 
be, it will be fallen uj to-morrow. In wj^t form the matter is to be 
discussed is a matter for the Opposition and the Hou'ble Sir Nnsimuddin 
to decide.

The Hon*ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 think notice has been 
given of a motion which might be treated a.s a special motion saying 
that this House approve.s 

Mr. SPEAKER: I will read the motion: '*Thi« House do apprtive 
the policy of the (jovernment of Bengal in the matter of the release of 
terrorist convicts.” This will bring in every issue (HUicerning this 
matter including the hunger-strike. 

Mr. J0CE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: That cannot come in connec- 
tion with the approving of the policy of Go^ernment. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That is at best an 
affirmative motion. Why should we not he given an opjxirt unity to 
move a negtitive motion principally on hunger-strike and c-riticihing the 
Government policy ? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: The reason given for 
starting hunger-strike is the unconditional release of the jHditiciil 
prisoners and the Government’s policy is there. If the Legislature 
approves, then the whole matter ends. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What I find is that this hunger-strike is a protest 
against a certain policy of Government and therefore within that policy 
you would be able not only to discuss this policy but all its consequences 
including the hunger-strike. • 

Mr. SASANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: That would be more oom- 
prebensive. * 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Hunger-strike is more important 
and urgent. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Hunger -strike by itself is not a policy. 

Mr. 8 ANT 08 H KUMAR 1BA8U: May I 014 this, that so far 
as the policy of Government is concerned, the Coalition Party members 
may be very vitally concerned about that. So far as the Opposition is 
concerned, they are more concerned about the lives of those 86 persons 
who have gone on hunger-strike. It m^y meet the convenience or the 
requirements of the Coalition Party to have a motion with regard to 
Government policy delxited and decided upon on tlje floor of the House; 
but the Opposition have tabled their motion with a different purpose in 
order to call attention of the Government to this very urgent and very^ 
important matter, namely, the hunger-strike. I submit that one 
cannot replace the other. It is quite a different matter and should be 
treated differently and as this motion of Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri 
has priority in point of time, I would request you to fix a time for its 
discussion earlier than the other motion tabled by the Coalition 
member, if occasion for that remains after the discussion of the motion 
which has been given notice of by Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri’s motion says 
“Hunger-strike occasioned by the failure of the Government to expedite 
and effect the release of prisoners.” 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: May be, but I refer to 
the incident first. 

Mr. 8PEAKER : You are really discussing the policy behind the 
hunger-strike. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That is in my opinion 
the cause of the hunger-strike, but Government may say that there is a 
different cause. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: An adjournment motion is not admissible on the 
ground of multiplicity of issue.s. Is not hunger-strike one issue and 
the release of political prisoners another?

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Yes, the hunger-strike 
of the convicted, political prisoners in jails is the main issue. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If you discuss the hunger-strike you won’t be 
able to discuss the policy of the Gk)vernment. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI; my not, if it be the 

cause ? 
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Mrt SPEAKER : No, therefore 1 think the other motion if more 
comprehensive. 

Mr. JOCElH C^IANDRA GUPTA: May I point out one 
matter for consideration? Government is following a particular 
policy; the supporters of Government stand by that policy. How is 
it necessary or is it permissibje that they should la* allowed to stop — 
I was going to use the word “stifle” — an adjournment motion w’hich the 
Opposition, who do 4 ot see eye to eye with the Go%’ernment, have tabled? 
If that were permissible, then Government with a majority can always 
•^able a motion against any adjournment motion which may be brought 
forward into this Hou*e by the Oppositiem. The ('oalition Party has 
tabled this motion. They are the supporter.> of Government and their 
mouth-pieces have sjwken. What is the ncessity and what use is there 
to this House to discuss u matter like that. If they do not support the 
Government, they would have given up that policy. On Indialf of the 
Opposition we' have tabled a motion to con.sidei this definite matter 
of urgent public ini]a)rtance which involves risk t(» the lives of HG 
persons, I request you to consider whether a motion of (’onfidence 
which to me seems to be unnecessur\ if not ii relevant, ought to be 
allowed to stifle an adjournment motion which we have a right to 
bring up particularly ovei the (|uestion td iiic and death of HC personB. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHIM 8IDDIQI: The Goalitmn Party has been 
charged that it desires to stifle a motion for adjournment the Opposi- 
tion wi*'hes to*propose. As a humbb' member of the paity I think that 
this is a reflection which we do not dchene. W hethei an adjournment 
motifui is stifled or not is a mattei.foi tlu* ('hair to decid«‘ as it is 
absolutely within the powers of the t'haii. If the motion fits in and 
coincides with the ^ule^ of bu.siness of the Assembly, the Speaker will 
allow it, but to charge u*' with a thing in which we huM* no hand what- 
soever is something which we d(» not deserve. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In ordinary cii eumstames 1 Wf)uld have been 
certainly prepared to consider the dc''irabilil v of admitting an adjoum- 
*^ment motion of this character, but the House will kindly lemember 
that after the Hon'ble Sir Nazimmblin made a statement there was a 
desire expressed by the ereader of the Opposition that a day hhoubl be 
fixed for its discussion. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Would you^allow me 

to say one'th-ing, Sir? The point is this— from the point of view of 
the rights and privilege.s of the membeis of this House, whether they 
belong to the Opposition or to the Coalitjpn, there i.s no difference. A 
discu.ssion by means of a resolution is a greater privilege and gives more 
•opportunity to the members to go into the subject than a discussion by 
means of an adjournment motion. An adjoumii^nt* motion has got 
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certain disadvantages. It is restricted to two hours; no me^nber can 
speak for more than 15 minutes and the rule as regards the thnes^fimit 
cannot be relaxed : wherfes as regards this motion it is an 
acknowledged and accepted parliamentary^ practice which gives more 
time to members to speak. More members can speak on the subject, 
and on an important question like this discussion should not be limited 
to two hours. There are innumerable* members who want to speak 
on this subject, and if it is discussed by an adjournment motiofj then 
the discuHsqin will be confined to a few members,* whereas in the case 
of a special motion which has been suggested and which wdll mean the 
allo<*ation of practically a wdiole day more members will get an 
opportunity to speak. For example, the Leader* of the Opposition with 
your permission can speak perhaps for dO minutes on that subject, 
whereas if it is an adjournment motion he will be confined to 15 
minutes. Similarly, the Minister replying on behalf of Government 
will have the privilege of speaking for dO minutes. It is not possible 
to do justice to a question like this in 15 minutes. So looking at it 
from all points of view it is to the interests of members, if there is a 
genuine desire to discuss this que.stion and to thrash it out properly, 
that the subject should be discussed by means of a sj)ecial resolution 
in the accepted parliamentary manner rather than by means of an 
adjournment motion. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Sir, 1 believe 1 am right in 
thinking that the notice which was given by Rai Harendra Nath 
Chaudhuri was the first in point of time. It that is s<j — and you will 
contradict me, Sir, if I am wrong — I submit that the Opposition has 
a right to press a motion of wdiich it has given prior notic'e. And as 
it is a question of the privilege of the Opjwsition as against the 
privilege of the Coalition Party, I submit in a matter like this, the 
privilege of the Opposition must prevail. On Friday last we gave a 
very clear indication that w’e wanted to discuss the matter at an early 
date. I< was not necessary for us to indicate on that occasion as to 
how’ we propostMl to discuss this matter, but we gave a very clear indica- 
tion on Friday last that we wanted to fliscuss it at an early date. 
suggested that the matter might be taken up on Saturday. That w’as not 
agreed to by the Government. Failing tha^, I suggested that the 
matter might be discussed on Monday. Even that was not agreed to. 
As to how it is to be brought up for discussion is a matter in which 
the Opposition has a say. Th^ notice on behalf of the Opposition waa 
the first notice submitted to you in point of time. 

As to the inconvenience in the matter of length of speeches, the 
Opposition did bear that in n^ind when they decided to put forward the 
adjournment motion. If it is an inconvenience which affects the mem- 
bers of the House, it affects members of the Opposition as well as mem*^ 
bers of the Gpvdmijfient. So, I submit that there is nothing in that. 
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Sir, tile Opposition desires to diseuss a definite matter of urgent 
publk; ibiportance, and it cannot l>e deni|d that it is a definite matter 
of urgent publib imiArtauce. I submit, Sii, that you should admit 
the motion of which notice was first given. 

There is one other matter, Mr. Speaker, t(» which I would like to 
draw your attention. There, have been further developments since 
Friday last. ‘On Friday last wc w(*!v informed by the Hon’ble Home 
Minister that there jvas a hunger-strike in the I)um Dum^Jail. That 
was followed on Saturday by a hunger-strike in the Alipore (Vntral 
^ail and that was the reason why Kui Harendra Nath ('haudhuri on 
behalf of the 0})positien .^ent you u notice ot the motion on the 8th 
instant so that we might have an opportunity of discu.ssing the matter 
by way of an lidjiiurnmeiil motion this aftt*rnoon. 

Mr. SPEAKER: There is just one matter. If you kindly refer 
to section lOo (/r) of the Rules and Standing Onlers uui will find that it 
says that a motion must not antieijmte a matter which has heen previously 
appointed for consideration or with reference to winch a notice of motion 
has been previously given. So, it is not onl\ nece.ssary that a notice of 
a motion should lie given so as to come under this clause, hut also it must 
not anticipate a matter which has previously heen appointed for con- 
sideration. The matter of hunger-strike has heen appointeil for 
consideration to-morrow. 

I take it th#t tlie statement on hunger-strike made by the Hon’ble 
Sir Nazimuddin has heen appointed for consideration to-morrow. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: If you look up the minutes of the 
proceedings of this House, you will find, Sir, no matter was previously 
appointed for consideration.

Mfe NI8HITHA NATH KUNDUs Sir, I rise to support the amend- 
^en^ that have been moved for the reduction of the number of nominated 
seats. From the wordinjf.s of the amendments. I have understood that 
the members failing to ^jive effect to the principle of total abolition of 
nomination have, by their amendments now. tried to reduce the number 
of nominated seats. To jfive our decision on the.se amendments, the 
first encjuirv that we .should make is why nomination is necessary at all. 

I believe I am fairly correct when I sa> that iiomination.s are provided 
for securing? a fair and proper re|>re.sentation and also for reasons whea 
the electors are not sufficiently literate to elect proper persons. Now 
we must consider whether we are livintr in an ape when the conditions of 
the electors are such that they cannot elect their projier represen tat ivee^ 
and also whether in the Bill that we are now considering there are loop- 
holes and defects bv which different classes of interests and different 
communities will not be profierly repres(Mited in the ( alcutta Corporation. 

If we examine jh(* Bill, Sir, we see that instead of there being an arrange- 
ment for joint electorates, there has been introduced sejiarute clectoratfr 
for Muslims. This has been done, because the Hon'ble the Chief 
Minister and some of the members of the Coalition (iroup have told Ufv 
that through the joint electorate Muslim interests could not be pro- 
perly represented. Though we cannot see eye to eye with them in 
the matter, though introduction of separate electorate is certainly a 
retrograde step, I think when (iovernment are satisfied that by thifr 
arrangement Muslim interest.s will be properly rejiresented in the 
Calcutta Corporaiion and when the number of seats allotted to Muham- 
pDiadans is quite commensurate with their strength of population, it 
cannot be said now that Muslim interest will not be projierly represent- 
ed. As regards the general constituencies we find that (rovernmenl 
have allotted 47 seats ti? them. We do not agree here that they have- 
been given adeejuate representation ; but as the (iovernment are satis- 
fid with the allotment, so far a.s thestf constituencies are concerned^ 
there will be according to them proper representation here^lso. Out 
of deep gratitude for their European masters and out of profound loyalty 
to them, the Gcfrernment have given them more than adequate repre- 
sentation, namely, ten seats. I believe, this has been very muclk • 
appreciated by the Europeans. Some of the Scheduled Caste memWs- 
‘have said that they have not been given proper rcajresentation. We* 
quite agree with them in this, but I do not see a\y reason in making* 
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up that inadequate representation by means of nomination. Tbe 
iScheduled Castes ought to have pressed for more seats through election. 

Then, Sir, after a scrutiny of the Bill we^find that there is no 
arrangement for the representation of female interests, if such interests 
•exist at all. This could have been met by providing two nominated 
seats for ladies and filling iheintby nomiij^ation of ladies belonging either 
to the Hindu or the Muhammadan, or the Anglo-Indian ’or other com- 
munities. We have given representation to Kurc^pean trade anS com- 
merce, but ^we have not allotted seats to the other Chambers of Com- 
merce, viz., the Muslim (’hamber of Commerce, the Marwari Chambef ' 
of Commerce, etc. If Government so desire, they can provide two seats 
for them and that would make the number of nominated seats four. 
Then, why do you require eight nominated seats? It is‘only, I believe, 
to have .some unjustified control over this self-governing institution 
•and to really defeat the purpose behind the grunt of self-government. 
.Sir, we know that to qualify to be nominated — to receive these favours 
— one has to wear out the leather of his shoes. Perpetuation of 
nomination means the perpetuation of that slave mentality by culturing 
•which alone one qualifies himself to be fit to receive this favour from 
Ooverument. So, Sir, it is needless to waste the time of the House. 
{A voice from the Coalition benches: Yes, it is quite true.) Yes it 
18 true. I understand that. Really we are not inspired to speak any- 
thing in this Assembly, but as w'e owe it a duty to our constituencies, 
we have to speak out our minds. We leave this black Bill to be judged 
by our posterity both Hindus and Muslims — not slave Hindus and 
Muslims of the present day but free Hindus and free Mussalmans of 
the future. I am sure that disgrace is reserved for the creators of this 
black Bill and not laurels. 

With these remarks. Sir, I commend all the amendments that have 
been moved for the reduction of the number of nominated seats, for due 
•consideration by the House.

Babu K8HETRA NATH 8INGHA: Sir, 1 had no mind to take 
part in these deliberations, but one thiiij;^ has amused me much, and 
forced me 1(» sjteak. (In a single clause, Ilf) amendments have been 
inove<l and if all the amendments are gone through, one will be asto- 
nished to see how merc\ has been shown to tlie Scheduled Castes people. 
Only three nominated seats were given to the Scheduled Castes people, 
but in tliese amendnienis we see that the^e merciful people have taken 
away these seats — some two, some three and some even more. Nobody 
has conceded that the Scheduled Castes people have a prior claim over 
all other communities, and there would not have been any chance of 
bringing afresh this Bill had there not been any change in the Upper 
House. From this we can judge in what esteem we the Scheduled CastdS 
people are looked upon by the people of Bengal. 

Sir. I would like to .sa\ one thing to my'^ Scheduled Castes friends. 
The other day, Mr. Monmohan Das was saying that the Scheduled 
Castes representatives on the«( oalition side were obstructing in every 
way aiuV that they were trying to raise themselves too much in the 
estimation of their own people in the House. I also challenge them 
to ponder whetlier they represent the majority of the Scheduled Castes 
people in Bengal and what euthority they have had to speak on behalf 
of one crore of the Scliedviled Castes people in Bengal. I ask them to 
show what right they have to intrude upon the right of this side to 
speak on behftllf of the Scheduled Castes. I would ask them to think 
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soberly of the miserable conditioa of the Scheduled Caste brethren who 
• are suffetjng and whose sufferings have not yet seen the light of day. 
My friends, whaj^have you done? At th% preliminary stage, you told 
Government that the S^eduled C'astes people wanted separate eiectorate 
so that they might stand independent of any other community’s kind-* 
ness or goodness. But you did not stick to that. Then came the 
second stage. My Coalition !>cheduled* Castes friends wanted that 7 
nominated seats should be reserved for Scheduled Castes. Yes, 1 could 
underhand the position if they could achieve that, and I would have 
been grateful to them if at least 7 seats were reserved for tlfe Scheduled 
- '^CKistes and thereby do the service of keeping at least 7 Scheduled Castes 
people intact in one grf>up. But they have not been able to do that; 
they have not got the authority to do that they do not fight for the 
community as a whole. 1 know they are always selfish. 
(Mr. Upendranath Edu ar : No, no; do not talk irrelevantly.) \e8, 
I am telling facts. Do not interrupt me. Then comes the third stage 
which I must call the blackest stage of the black Bill — the stage of 
dividing or bisecting the Scheduled (astes people. \ou could not get 
7 seats in one block. You were given 4 .seat.s on one side and jl seats 
on the other. Nobody has ever heard of such a thing in a civilised 


democratic country. Nobody can find anywhere that one community 
was being given 4 seat.s on one .side and d seats on auotlier side in order 
to neutrali.se its effect. Why should (ioverninenl do this? Because 
they are afraid of Caste Hindus who are ulwavs our ironical friemls. 
They could not displea.se them. They could displease them for their 
own sake, for their own community hut for the sake of the Scheduled 
Castes who wanted their help, they were very much afraid of them. 
So out of kindness, they have dividwl our seats between 3 and 4, so 
that we mav not stand against anybody. We cannot stand even against 
ourselves. 'Mv Coalition Sceduled ( astes friends remain on that side 
and we remain on this side, and we cannot unite on any question what- 
soever. You mav be the Suarani of (government, hut I say that a day 
will surely conie‘ .soon when you will have to pay the penalty for it. 
(Mr Fpen'dr^nath Edbar : That day will never come.) I am not a 
novice here. I have been here for several years. Let me cit^e an 
instance. Consider the case of the Dacca election Although Mahadev 
Mondal secured the support of Government, where is ^ ® 

could not get even half%f the total number of votes polled by the 
successful candidate. Every repre.sentative of the Scheduled Castes 
should always have his eye to the future and act 
Muslims can stand on their own legs, but the Scheduled Castes cannot 
Under these circumstances, this bisection is most unfortunate for ou) 
community as a whole. In Bengal we always live by division and sub- 
division and that is the curse of this miserable land of ours. I do no 
like to speak anything more on this subject Government at first 
ihowed mercv to this community by reserving 7 seats or the members 
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of this community, but afterwards made two divisions in this allot- 
ment. So what they gave by one liand, they took away with <ihe other. 
We are between Scylla and pbarybdis — on one side we have got CasH 
Hindus and on the other Muslims and we are afways to lick the shoes 
of either, we find nobody is going to help us — it is only the Merciful 
God who alone can help us I This Bill clearly shows that we have 
neither the past nor the future,*but only God above. 

Khan Bahadur Maufvi JALALUODIN AHHAD: The Calcutta 
Municipal fiill, 19d9, has raised a storm of protest and hurricane of 
agitation from a section of powerful vocal public inside and outsidB""" 
this House and in public platform and in press. Thanks to the 
technique of the agitation and the propaganda imported from the West, 
the Bill has been made to appear as a diabolical measure engineered to 
rob the Hindu communitv of their legitimate rights in the civic 
administration of the Calcutta Corporation and to perpetuate the 
greatest injustice to them on political motive. 

In this House the Bill was subjected to severe comments or protests 
and was passed after a protracted deliberation. Since then agitation 
has been carried on in the jdatform and the press against it in the 
name of justice and fair play. 1 would ask the Opposition to pause and 
consider how this Bill has reduced the Hindu majority. The natural 

result of the voluminous and vocal protests at every stage of the Bill 

has raised a suspicion in unsophisticated minds towards the motive that 
has prompted the introduction of this Bill. Taking advantage of the 
fact that the Bill has been sponsored by the Ministry with a Muham- 
madan at the head and supported by a large number of Muslim members 

in the Coalition, the Opposition has assiduously attempted to engender 
in the public minds an idea of tyranny of the majority over the 
minority in the Legislature. Severest criticisms have been levelled 
against every clause of the Bill particularly against separate electorate 
of the Muslims, larger number of seats to the Europeans, retention of 
nomination and the resultant reduction of Hindu seats in the Corpora- 
tion. 

Serious grievance has been made against inadequate allotment of^ 
seats to the Hindus unjustified by their number and interests in Calcutta. 

On the floor of this House objections were met by Government and 
other supporters of Government by reference to the genesis of the Bill 
and appeal to facts and figured. It was made clear that this Bill has 
not reduced the Hindu majority to minority, although it might hare 
touched the monopoly of control by a political group, namely, the 
Congress Party. The Opposition in the Legislature blinded by the 
enjoyment of this monopoly* for some years in the administration of 
the Calcutta Corporation have sensed a wTong to them and a motive in 
the Government not easily discernible by impartial observers. The* 
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Oongresa Party or the Opposition in their attack on separate electofaHs* 
opposed to joint electorate has made it plain that this municjjml adminis-^ 

• tration of the city is free from communal or political complexion. 
deals with civic ^ueui^ies of Calcutta to ftll the residents of Calcutta 
irrespective of caste, colour and creed. The Opposition has also laid 
emphasis on the absence ot an\ communal ()r party problem in municipal 
matters and as such separate representation is uncalled for. Admitting;' 
this proposition to be true, the 4)pposition has j^ot to reconcile how they 
can maintain with any show of reason their j^rievance in conuectioik 
with Congress majority in the Corporation ui»art from «the Hindu 
majority which has been retained in this Bill. This discussion about 
rfre aijHtude of the Opposition for maintaining their political party 
supremacy is now a matter of past history after the passing of thi«t 
Bill by the Lower and Upper Chandlers. The question after modifica- 
tion by the Upper House in respect t»> clau.se d dealing with the numlier 
of appointed list has centred round tlie reduction of the number of the 
appointed list as passed by the House. The Oovernment has moved an 
amendment that the original number 8 he substituted in place of 4. The* 
Opposition has tabled a number of amendments whii'h seek to reduct^ 
“4” to d, 2 and 1 and one seeks to increase it to '> In all the amend- 
ments of the Oppositicm one thing is common, viz., nomination has- 
been retained in some form or other, although in speeches on them tlur 
principle of nomination has been severely condemned in the name of’ 
democracy. This seems to be an untenable position. In any sphere of 
democratic organisation operating in this (‘ountiN or elsewhere I d(» not 
know that demmTacy has been able to abolish nomination in practice. 
The nomination of an individual or a group in some shape or other i)i 
found operating in every branch of thc^ present democratic government}*- 
overrun by plutocracy. The group representation or the nomination of 
a representative by a group or by an individual is a working feature of 
the present constitution. The decision of this Legislature in any vital 
matter specially by a Bill dependent on the choice of an individual is 
rooted in the Constitution and the (Jpposition has not failed to take- 
advantage of this element in the Constitution by appeal to the individual 
against the decision of this Legislature or a passage of a Bill which i»- 
•IT clear negation of democratic principle so much advocated in theory by 
the Opposition and the idealists. 

I just appeal to the Oif^iosition and other members for whom 1 hav» 
regard to consider this. Can you be absolutely free from Government 
favour? So long as Government is there, We have to petition the Govern- 
ment and we have to speak to the Government, What aftef all ia- 
democracy? P^actit^al democracy is only party politics and no party 
can exist without %ome sort of nepotism or favouritism. What is the* 
position in England? What is the position in America? Do not the* 
Governments exist there by the help of capitalists and industrialists an<{ 
Itfindlords? 
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Nomination in iwme form or other is a constant feature of prac- 
tical democrfcy ai\4 no democracy operating here or elsewhere has been 
able to abolish nomination. If this is not a feasible measure, the 
question of pumber of appoihted seats is a matter of Secondary import- 
ance. ^ Any number is arbitrary. If Government suggest 10, you may 
pay and if you suggest 10, Government may say 5. There is nothing 
aiuch in number. It is difficult to estimate and proportion it to 
necessity. Even my friend Mr. Santosli Kumar Basu, who .said that 
nomination should be done away with and that it should not find a place 
in the Actj^'suggested in his amendment that a seat might be reserved 
for the Chairman of the Calcutta Improvement Trust in the appointe^^ 
list. He found it difficult to suggest any oth^r method by wlwurh the 
Ohairnian of the Calcutta Improvement Trust whom he desired to see 
in the Calcutta Corporation could be appointed. 

With regard to the question of number, 8 as suggested by Govern- 
ment was passed here. Had it not been for the modification effected by 
the Bengal Legislative Council, this question would not have arisen. 
Now Government have fixed this number 8 according to their own view 
of necessity. Moreover, the Opposition has found fault with the 
allotment of seats for the Scheduled Castes. 1 would not like to enter 
into a controversy, but I would ask the members to take this tact into 
their consideration. The Coalition Government have adopted the 
principle of separate electorate for Mussulmans in this Cah'utta Muni- 
idpal (Amendment) Bill and consistency demands that separate repre- 
sentation should have been given to the Scheduled Castes. But 
'Government out of deference to the agitation set up by the Opposition 
OT influence in the Cabinet have modified their view. It has therefore 
become all the more necessary to reserve some seats in the appointed 
list whereby Government can see that the Scheduled Castes are 
represented on the Calcutta Corporation proportionate to their number. 
'That being so, I don’t think that there can be any argument against the 
reservation of these seats for nomination apart from election. It cannot 
be said that seats are not justified so far as Scheduled Castes are con- 
•cerned — 4 by election and *1 by nomination. 

Before I conclude, in all humility, I wish to impress on the Oppos^ 
tion one fact, viz., by their persistent agitation, they are doing the 
greatest disservice to their own cause quite, unconsciously. I would 
request them to excuse me for this out of the way remark, but I am 
doing it with a very sincere motive. Opposition to thi% Bill, thougb 
a trivial^ measure of doubtful utility to the minorities specially 
Muslims, is being interpreted very prejudicially against the Congress 
and Hindus in the Muslim countryside. I may tell t^em the more they 
agitate, the more the peopl^ particularly unsophisticated Mussalmans, 
are led to think that this Bill is the grandest achievement of the 
Government. If the Opposition is to bid popularity among the maasea 
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of all and creeds, with the present Ministry aai| |t il to their 

particular interest that they should acquiesce in such email ipeasure and 
do not give oppo^unit;^ to {he Oovernmentalo score easy popularity with^ 
the masses by their mistaken policy. 

Mr. I. D. dALAN: Speaker, Sir, I beg to support the amendm6i|j[ 
moved by Mr. Khaitan the other day fSr giving representation to the 
Indian^ commercial interests. Sir, we know that so far as the Bengal 
Chamber of CAommerce and the (’alcutta Trades Association 
are concerned, they have been given 10 seats. Besides the seals enjoyed 
>t hgm on behalf of theaaid Chambers of Ctmiineree they have also got 
the ri^t to vote in thJ (ienernl Constituency ami thereby affe<*t the 
result of the Jleneral Constituencies. The European community 
therefore practically enjoys plural voting rights when others do not. If 
once this principle he accepted that the Bengal (Miamher of Commerce 
and the Calcutta Trades Asso<‘iation lis commercial hmlies are to he 
given a representation to safeguard the Enrojiean commercial infereets 
in the Calcutta Corporation, there is no reason. Sir, why the Indiiui 
commercial interests should not he similarly protected. If the desire 
of the Legislature in giving these seats to the Bengal (Miamber of (Com- 
merce and the Calcutta Trades Asswiation is however not to give 
representation to the European commercial interests hut to give seats to 
the European community, certainly, Sir, instead of giving seats to these 
Ohamhers there should have been separate electorates for the European 
Constituency, dn that case the Europeans would not have enjoyed the 
rights of plural voting, and it would not have been possible for (hem to 
influence the voting in the Oeneral (‘onstituencies. I can say, Sir, 
for instance that in Ward No. 7 there are at least about 1,200 votes 
whi(di are cast by Europeans and candidates who want success have got 
to canvass them for their siipj>ort. As I have slated before, if the 
principle is to give representation t(» European commerce, as I believe 
it is, there is no rea.son whatsoever >vhy Indian commerce which has -- 
got more vital interests in the affairs of the Corporation should not he 
given proper representation. Therefore, on this principle of commer- 
^al representation, I supj)ort the amendment whi<*h has been moved by 
my honourable friend Mr. Khaitan. So far as the bodies wliich he hae 
aalei^'ted are concerned I believe that there could not he a bettor selec- 
tiofla fMan that. lie has chosen the Indian Cliamhr of Commerce which 
stands second only to the Bengal (yhamb^r of Commerce in importance 
in this city which is known to all. The seiond is the Benga4National 
Chamber oi Commerce which represents some of the biggest commer- 
cial interests of this province. Then he has chosen the Muslim 
Chamber of Commerce which has been ^ready given a seat in the 
Bengal Legislatiiie, and lastly he has chosen the Marwari Association 
because it also represents a large volume of trade and commerce of ibis 
ohy. So far as the Marwari Association is conceme4} l*should add on« 
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more remark from the point of view of the iilterests that it represents, 
viz., that so far as the members of the Marwari community are con- 
cerned, they are entitled tooa certain amount repsfsentation in the 
affairs of the Calcutta Corporation. They pay a vefy large amount 
of taxes, and if you look at the voters’ list, you will find that their 
li umber will be about one-tenfh of the total voters of this city of 
Calcutta. And there is no rea.son why this community should not be 
allowed to have at least one representative assured to them^in the 
Calcutta ( /^rporation. Sir, we have been hearing many uncharitable 
remarks against this community for some time past. Many of such 
remarks are, I am constrained to say, based on misinformayp^ — SrT 
informations which have got no basis whatsoever. So far as members 
of this community are concerneil, they are as good as the children of 
the soil; they have .settled down for a long time in this part- of the - 
country; they have lived for several generations here, and will live 
and die liere. They are entitled to reju’esentation and even high 
appointments in the same manner as others. Even some of tjm 
uncharitable remarks. Sir, have been cast on the floor of this House. 

I wish better sense will juevail ; and so far as members of this com- 
munity are concerned, I do not think anybody should grudge a seat 
at least to the Marwari Association which, I hope, would kill two birds 
with one stone. That will satisfy the commercial interests pf the 
community and will also give a repre.sentation to a minority. 

Sir, I need not dwell ujuui the general aspects -vif the question 
because 1 lielieve miougb of discussion lias taken jdace on the floor of 
this House and outside. So far as (lovernment are concerned, .so far 
as their programme is (‘om erned, it has been s]>e4 itically stated in this 
House even by the most ies])onsible Ministers that the first idea to 
have tiiis Hill is to crush tlu* Congress Party in the (’orporation. They 
have no doubt stated that they have given a majority of one or two 
seats to the Hindu community, but so far as the Hindu <*omraunity is 
concerned, its feelings have been very deeply stined. No amount of 
cajoling, no amount of explanations can satisfy their feelings. As a 
matter of fact, their feelings are that the present regime is rath^ 
more harmful to the interests of the minority than the old bureaucratic 
regime. So far as the old regime “was concerned, because they were 
foreigners, they were always afraid of popular upheaval in the cAuntry, 
and they never wanted that a popular upheaval should be of such a 
magnitiv^e as to endanger their interests in the country. But so far 
as the present Government are concerned, they feel that they have got 
the backing of the majority of the people and therefore they can safely 
crush U8 and brush aside even the legitimate demands of the minority. 
That is quite apparent from the speeches and utterances which have 
been made on the floor of this House. Nothing would be more regret- 
table thaif that. .There is no use dwelling on this matter by speech. 
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ouly action caii sat i>ify ^ aiul produce resuUa^ I therefore need not 
Waste t^e time of the House he^ause I l>elieve it is merely in 

the wilderness^ We ^ai’e procee<Uii^ ii» an atmosphere of Unreality 
because Governnieut have alrea^ly luinounreil in the I'pper House that 
it aill jjet the ori{rinal Hill ]>asse<l both by the Lower and the tapper 
House, and that is the reason why we are not inclined to press anything 
in a serious mood save anti ewept to g^ve expression to our legitimate 
griev^K'es. 1 have been feelinir that so fur us the speeches are (i>n- 
cerned, there is iii>*realit\ in them heeause (lovernmen^ want to do 
w'hatever they like ami they do not iMiy any rgard to the feelings of 
fhe^^gople. At the same time 1 do not wish to axcuse the (lovernment 
of dishonesty; I do not wish to sa\ that Government are proceeding 
w'ith this Hili^with an idea in whiidi they have no laith or with any 
insincere motive. Let llieni do whatever they feel proj>er and others 
w'ill do wliatever the\ think riglit. Hut the only thing I c’un say is that 
there shouhi have been mure regard tor the feelings of tlie minority 
ill Calcutta, and that is all that 1 have gtit to sa> . 

Mr. 8YED aALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Mr Si>eaker, Sir. J am 
reall\ in a difficult 1 have given notice of several amendmmits, each 
and every one of which is ot a different natuns containing «lifferent 
suggestions. Sir. f(U' all jiractical purposes it is diHieult to accommodate 
all these different sugg(*<tions m one singh* sjieeih. 1 have therefore 
thought it adMsalde to juit in one of ion amendments ouly, tl'ut is 
aiinunlment \(T. 1!), in whiidi 1 have s.iid that for the won! “four'‘ tlio 
following he ^ulMtituled. \iz., “Fi\e ol whom one shoull le the Chair- 
iiiau, C'alcutta linjuiA enient Trust, <um‘ Scliodided C.tstes and lureu 
ladies — one Muslim, one Hindu ami (iiie ATiglo-(r.«iiaii.'’ I am sure no 
member of this House, not even the memh**rH of the ('oalitnm l*arty. 
w'ouhl be HO unchivalrous as to dein ihe ladies these thre<- mnts in ihi* 
('aicutta CoriHiration. ily suggestion lo the HoiThle the Minister in 
charge of the Hill would he that he should see that three seals are 
ffiveu to ladies in the Calcutta ('orporalion to look to the necessit\ of 
maternity, child welfare and to devise ways and means to save tin* 
^"^“hildren from infant mortality. Sir, when the Government is ho 
unreasonahh , when the Government is so detenniiied to flout the decd- 
sion of the Fpjier ITou.sv, I have huiml out a via media — a comjiro- 
mise; and 1 think (irovernmeiil would not contemplate a better sugges- 
tion than w^hat I have given just now jhat there should he five «eat.H 
for nominated members. The Chairman of the Calcutta limirovement 
Trust should «l)e an ex-officio member and coimcillor of the Calcutta 
Corporation~Do member of the House should objec t to that. A member 
of the Scheduled (!a.stes should be a non^nated councillor, and I have 
already spoken of the necessity of three seats for ladies of the three 
»eommunities — one Hindu, one Muslim and one Ango-Indian. Sir, the 
other day I made it clear that Government ought tol^ave Accepted the 
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decisioti arrired at by the other House, that is, there shoul^ be four 
councillbrs nominated by the Government. Sir, may I ^sk — ^and 
seriously ask — the Hon’ble Minister in charge (jf thisn^iU what is the 
reason behind, that he is determined to get eight councillors as nominated 
councillors in the Calcutta Corporation. There are 90 councillors to 
be elected from the different constituencies, and the Upper House sug- 
gested that there should be four more,*/.c., altogether 94. I submit, 
Sir, that Government have no justification for demanding fou^ more 
seats for nojnination in the Calcutta Corporation. • The other day, Sir, 

I made it clear that only in this province — in fact, I am sure in no 
other province in India — the de<*i.si()n of the Upper House has ,beefl"^ 
ignored by any Provincial Government from 1937 to this day. Th is is 
the only, single and solitary instance in which Government is going to 
flout the decision of the Upper House. It is for this reason only that 
I have suggested a formula, namely, that there should be five nomi- 
nated seats, and that Government should rest content with one more 
seat only. I am prepared to give Government one more seat in addi- 
tion to the remaining four. 

Sir, Khan Bahadur Maulvi Jalaluddin Ahmad in the course of his 
speech pointed out that I have not suggested the abolition of the 
system of nomination altogether. If he kindly looks at items Nos. 3 
and 4 of the agenda, he will find that the abolition of the system of 
nomination altogether was ruled out of order by the Speaker. There- 
fore, Sir, we had no other alternative but to move an amendment in this 
way. Some suggested 3; some suggested 2; some suggested 1. (Mr. 
Santosh Kumar Basu : Because one had to be retained.) I for myself 
can say, Sir, that 1 have one motion to the effect that there should be 
one nominated seat and that seat must go to the Chairman of the 
(^alcuttu Improvement Trust. There was no other alternative for us 
but to make some alteration if the principle of nomination could not be 
abolished at this stage. However, Sir, I know that the dignity of the 
U})j>er House will be maintained by the members of the Upper House, 
and I am sure that the Upi>er Hoii.^^e will come forward to see that th^ir 
decision is ke})t intact when this Bill goes back to them; (Mr. Santosh 
Kumar Basu: Hear, Hear.) and if that happens, certainly there will be* ‘j 
difficulty in piloting this Bill or in the passage of this Bill through 
both Houses of legislature. 

Sir, I have waited so long to hear from the Hon’ble Minister in 
charge of this Bill the reason, he can put forward for maintaining that 
eight non inated Aeats should be retained. Sir, the principle of reduc- 
tion in the number of nominated seats has already been accepted by 
Government. Originally, the number of nominated seats was proposed 
to be 10 ; owing to pressure Government accepted the principle of reduc- 
tion end, in fact, reduced the number from 10 to 8. What is the harm, 
what is the objection, what is the reason, Sir, that it must be 8 and 
why it should Aot ibe 5 or even 4? This shows that Government has 
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no ireaton behind the proposal. I know, Sir» as suggested Khan 
Bahadur ^aulvi Jalaluddin Ahniad that the Opposition has credted an 
atmosphere whic^ is going against the intarests of the Opposition them- 
selves. Sir, there was' no other alternative for them but to take the 
course that they have adopted. The other day I pointed out that in the 
Upper House Government had a clear majority to carry anything they 
liked and that that was a Howe only fbr that purpose. Even in that 
House^ Sir, some alteration in the Bill was projMised by way of an 
amendment, and it wis carried against Government ; still, Sir, Govern- 
ment are adamant. They are not going to accept that decfsion. How- 
* Sir, that good sense will yet prevail, and the Hon’blp 

Minister in charge of this Bill will a<‘cept this amendment even at this 
stage. 

• 

Sir, I should like to .say once more that (ij»vernment in their new 
amendment have not mentioned as to who should be those eight nomi- 
nated memhers. The Flon hle Mini^iter in rharge has given notice of 
a motion that there ^'ill be eight nominated scats. Are we not entitled, 
Sir, to know who in the opinion of (io\ eminent are fit to he those eight 
nominated members? (’an the llon’hle Minister in charge of this Bill 
here ami now tell the House that the following .seats will he allocated 
in the following manner? We are ('ntitl(‘d io know how many ladies, 
how many members of the Scheduled (’astes and how many members 
of the Anglo-Indian eommunitN or <d laibour will he taken in. (iovern- 
meiit have kept us uh.solutely in the daik with regard to the allor*ation 
of seats. Thei^fore. Sir. I have made it elear in my motion that of the 
five seats one should go to the Chairman of the (’ah utla Imi»rnvement 
Tru.st, one to a member of the Sche<hde<l Castes and three seals to three 
ladies of the three big communities ot Bengal. Sir, we hope to hear 
from the Ilon’hle Minister as to how he makes the allocation. Sir, W’e 
are prejiared to reconsider our decision, we are jirepared to compromise, 
and we are still thinking what course w’o should take wdien actually 
the debate will he closed and voting will take plare : if we are given to 
understand that the allocation of .seats will bf* made in this way or 
that way, we are prepared to recf)nsider our position. 

With these few words. Sir, I would request the Hon'ble Minister in 
charge to accept my amendment as it is. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA MNYAL: Mr.^Speaker, Sir, I would like at 
this fag-end of our debate only to give a virtual summary of the 
various arguments which have Iwen put before the House, so that the 
Hon'ble Minister in charge may deal with them when he will be 
called upon to give a comprehensive repjy to these 119 amendments. 
It will be noticed, Sir, that so far as the Opposition is concerned, they 
.have tried to approach the question from four different angles of 
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In tJie first place, Sir, the Opposition has felt — and rightly too — 
that there should be as little room for nomination by Ooven^ment as 
is possiMe, and, therefore, t^ere is a series of amendij^ents regarding 
the reduction of the number of nominated seats / first from 8 to 4, as 
profwsed by the Council, and thereafter from 4 to 3, 2, and 1. It 
will be for the House to give its opinion as to which exact number 
the House will accept. I am nftt going into the merits of a particular 
nuud>er or numbers, but, generally speaking, it has been made abun- 
dantly (dear that so far as nominations are concerned, they should be 
reduced to a^ low a figure as i)Ossible. The second series of amend- 
ments relate to reservations, retaining the number at 4 or less. So^fa? 
as the Opposition is concerned, they have not ‘‘proposed any increase 
in the number, and, therefore, all Ihe reservatioiih they liave sought 
to move liave been with reference to the redu( ed number 4, which has 
been proposed by the Council. 

In tin; series of these reservations, it will ])e noticed that the first 
important reservation that has Ikhmi pressed Irom this side has been 
the reservation for Scheduled (histes. It uas practically accepted by 
(!verv s(*ction of the House that the number of members of the 
Sch(‘(luled (bvstes that would be given seats in the list of Councillors 
of the Coi'i^uation must on no ac<‘ount be nMluced below seven. Four 
of them were originally provided f(»r through election and three , were 
pro]»osed to bo ]>rovided for thnuigh nomination. While the Council 
reduced the number from H to 4, the Council did not specifically pro- 
vide that out of these 4, 3 should go to the Scheduled Castes. There- 
fore, some lacuna hud been left and we on the Opposition side have 
pressed that at least that {>ortion of the reservation should be retained. Tf 
on acc(»unt of the reduction of this numbei to 4, it ma\ not have been 
found ])ossible t(» retain the old number in the reservation list, we 
had tried to ])rovide some seats through election, but unfortunately 
all those amendimuits of ours have been now ruled out of order, 
rightly so, probably, by the Hon’ble Speaker. 

The third series of reservations have been with regard to varioua 
qualifications. Some have pn)po.sed that there must be reservation of 
one seat for the Chairman of the Improvement Trust: there have^ 
been proposals for seats for ex])erts, there have been proposals 
for reservation in the interest of labour, i^ the intere.st of ladies 
and it) the interest of various other kinds of j>ersons including 
members of the various communities as also of trading and other pro- 
fe8.sional jrroups which have been propo.sed through various kinds of 
amendments. It is for the House now to apply its mind and find out 
whether it is possible to give Government a definite diret'tion as to 
the lines in whi(‘h Government should make its selections. It has been 
our unfortunate experience in connection with Government nomina- 
tions that nominations are not always made in the be.st interests of, 
the particular ^a^titution8 for which nomination is made. We have

found that considerations other than the consideration of the rate- 
payers’ iijterests find favour with Government in the matter of nomi- 
nation. I will jjpt say that Government distribute patronage through 
nomination. But it hJb been our unfortunate experience that in most 
cases Government do not accejit the best men of the place for nomina- 
tion. Recently I had an instance in which, in two local bodies, 
nominations have been given merely aial definitely with the idea of 
turning the sCale against the elected members. This was a case in 
24-Parganas. It waa a case recently in the Jangipur Municipality — 
I am taking one ('ase of a district Ixiard and another iffstance of a 
“ iifuim'ipality. In the Jangipur Municipality, all the four seats reserv- 
ed for^oinination havt* been given to Muslims and Muslims belong- 
ing b) a particular partv — a party that could not get a sufficient 
number of meif elected. Thereby the whole character of the inuid- 
cipal administration would be (hang(‘d, because the eletdeil memlierH 
who had expected to get theii re]*rescntuti\e elt‘cted to the jmsition 
of Chairman will not now have that comfortable majority. 

Thereafter, there is a series of siiggestions regarding the distribution 
of seats whi(di Government nii^ht be prepare<] to jiropose. Government 
have already throughout tlieir suggestions piop(»sed to increase the 
number from 4 to S. Siij)possing that is aecepted hy the House, even 
then there is scope for reservation, tioverninent had originally propt>s- 
ed to reserve d seats for S(hedule(l (hist(‘s ’which Government again 
intend to resttjre. In addition to that there remain b seats. There was 
a pious wi.sh ej^iressed on the floor of this Hon.se that if not tw'o, at 
least one .seat would be res(Tved for holies and there was a motion to 
that effect in this House. But the mojion had to be withdrawn on the 
assurance <d’ the Hon’hle Chief Minister, If an opportunity is now 
given to pro]H>se definitely that re.si*rvat ion a.s an alternative to the 
original reser\ation. 1 do not see any reason why some other res4*rvation 
cannot also be con.sidered. Thus, we should re.serve three seats, namely, 
one for the (Jiuinnan of the Cahntta Improvement Trust who, a.s a 
matter of fact, has all along been nominated by Government — why 
should not he have a definitely stated .seat on the li.st r>f nominated 
• Ihembers and two for two ladie.s also. Why should not these three 
seats be mentioned definitely along with the three Kidieduled Castes 
seats? So, if these thre® seats along with the three nominated seats 
roserved for Scheduled Castes are fixed, we will know definitely that 
these seats will go to certain definite persons or certain definite groups 
of people. There will remain only two more seats and Govemgient may 
at most do mischief — which at the present moment I do not want to 
ascribe to the\n — in respect of two meniliers onlv, that will n(>t he so 
vital and dangerou.s. S<i, if we analyse ajl these motions, it will he 
found on the whole that there are motions for reduction of number 
from 4 to 3, 2 and 1; there are motions for reservation of seats irres- 
pective of number; there are motions for reserve tioif •of seats within 
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the number 4 and there are motions for reservation of seats^ for the 
Scheduled Castes in particular. If, Sir, you, while putting these 
amendments to vote, be kindrenough to give this Houau^ an opportunity 
of voting independently on these issues which liave been clearly ex- 
plained — at least I have tried to explain — that will be very helpful. 1 
find, if the order of the motions is followed and if one exclusive motion 
is first put to the vote, the other’s may not arise. I submit, Sir, that in 
your own discretion, you will be good enough to analyse the^ whole 
number of motions in this manner and permit the House to express 
itself properly as and when these different issues will be put before the 
House. I support all these amendments. 


The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahac'ur, of Dacca: 

Sir, I believed at first while moving my motion that it would be 
unnecessHiy for me to speak on the amendments as the House bad 
already discussed them very thoroughly, passed the Bill and sent it to 
the Tipper House. The question is very simple. Does this House 
approve of the amendments as passed by the Upper House and sent 
to this House? Or does this House approve of the original Bill as sent 
to the Upper House? Sir, this matter was thoroughly discussed and 
debated day after day and the Assemblv thereafter thought fit to pass 
this Bill and send it to the Upper House. In the Ui>per House on 
account of a “snap” division owdng to the absence of a number of 
members, this amendment w’as passed and in the Upper House we gave 
an assurance to the members there that we would try to''bring this Bill 
buck as originally j)a8hed by this House 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Assurance or threat? 

The Hon’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Dacca: 

Assurance, I said. 

I do not think it is necessary for me to speak in regard to all the 
points raised by the different members. They have l>een discussed, 
but there are one or two things on which I would like to disabuse thfe 
minds of my friends opposite. Whenever my friends on the other 
side speak, they always harp on GovernmcRt and Coalition Party 
members. Ijet me rtmiind them that members of the Government are 
the elected members fn)m di^fferent constituencies and the elected 
representatives of the people. The memWrs of the Coalition Party in 
the same way are elected representatives of the people. They 
have come through various constituencies being elected by 
a majority. The Oovernmpt here are supported by the majority 
of the elected representatives of the people and, Uierefore, 
whenever, they speak of this Government, they should know that it is 
a Govemnsent at the people elected by a majority; and more ao*tlie 
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popukri^ of a GoTernmeitt is always found by a bye-elecfion. In 
eyery bj^e-eletion in which the Coalition Party had senf a nominee, 
he has come out^successful inTariably. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Except in the last 

election. 

Mj^^PEAKER; I would expect that at this faj^-end of the day the 
Hon^ble Minister would not cloud the issue by bringing* jp extraneous 
matters. I will request him to confine himself to the points at issue, 

^ til ^ we can finish it soon. 

(There were interruptions from various sides of the House.) 

The Hon’bre Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Daooa: 

May I appeal to you that you would kimlly ask my honourable friends 
to refrain from interrupting me? 

Another charge which I wish to refute on behalf of (Government is 
that this Bill is a sort of Damocles’ sword hanging on the head of the 
Hindu community. I say that this Bill is not taking away any rights 
from the Hindu community. They have got the sam<‘ ab.solute majority 
in the Corporation. Therefore, the charge that we are communal is 
unfounded. AVe refute that charge. The original intention of the 
members of the Scheduled Castes who belong to the Coalition Party was 
that they should get representation by sei>arate electorati*. If this 
Government had l>een communal and wanted to divide the Hindu 
community into tw'o, they w’oiild have aciepted the proposal, but they 
did not accept it. That clearly sliojvs that this Government have 
brought this Bill 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Plea‘'e <'onie to the conclusion. 

Tha Hofi’ble Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Daooa. 

I shall come to the conclusion wdien I shall think it necessary. It is 
•not your wish, it is my wish that will prevail. I appeal to the Speaker 
kindly to stop him from making such ohsenatiou. 

Mr. BREAKER:. Mr. Sarkar, I find that you are causing incon- 
veniences by making remarks. There are other obstructions which are 
parliamentarj', hut I find that your obstructions are hopeless^ unparlia- 
mentary. 

Tha Hon*bi« Nawab Khwaja HABIBULLAH Bahadur, of Oaooit 

With reference to the speeches of Mr. Cnippendale and Mr. Griffiths, * 
♦ I can assure them that Government sjrmpathise with their motion. The 
Honlile the Chief Minister has given an assurance ifa thievery Houio 
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that there will be at least one Anglo-Indian lady nominate^ to the 
Corporation. In view of this assurance which has been giveh in this 
House I hope they will withdraw the motion. ^ 

Some of ray friends liave asked why are you giving nomination to 
the Scheduled Castes. As I said we do not want our friends to be 
thrown to the wolves. To prevent that, therefore, we have accepted 
their suggestion and given them nomination.

It is a legiti- 
mate interruption on our part, because by the word “wolves” the 
Hon’ble Minister evidently referred to the members of the Congress 
Group. He should be asked who are those timid lambs whom he does 
not want to throw to the w’olves.

amount of excitement which is supposed to be created from what appears 
in the papers does not exist in the localitjf itself and most of these 
would not have been heard but for the fact that >here are some people 
who malje it a point to send ‘these incidents to the papers to magnify 
them.

The Bengal Agricultural Produce Markets Bill, 1938. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: beg to introduce 

a Bill to provide for the registration and regulation of markets for 
agricultural produce in Bengal. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill. )

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, T woUld like to say 

rtiat both the motions seem to he unuecessarv. So fur as Sj. Nurendra 
Nath Das Gupta’s mofioi^ is concerned, that will put the Government 
in a diflScult position, because the intention of the Government is that 
the Bill will be referred to a Select Committee and passed, if possible, 
at the next session of the Assembly. 

Babu NAGENDRA NATH SEN: When doe^ the next session take 
place ? 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: The next session will 
probably take place in November next, hut Government have not yet 
come to a decision on the point. Therefore, if the Bill he circulated 
for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by the 31 st of October, we 
can get the Bill passed at the next session. 1 also think, Sir, that the 
amendment oi Mr. Mirza Abdul Hafiz i.s unneces.sary, for 13 days’ 
dift'erence will not give any particular advantage to the mover.

Adjoirnment Motion. , 

On Hunger Strike by Political Prisoners in Dum Dum and Alipore 
Central Jails. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 beg 
to move that Ithe bufiinesH of the House do adjourn for the purpose of 
discussing a definite matter of urgent public importance and of recent 
occurrence, namely, the hunger-strike by thfe .convicted political 
prisoners in the Dum Dum and Alipore (eiitral Jails occasioned by the 
failure of Ihe (lovernmeut to exj)ediie and effect their release. 

Sir, it is with a profound sense of regret that 1 rise to move this 
motion. 1 share the public regret, the regret of the man in the street, 
that such a situation should arise 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: On a point of order, Sir. Is it not 
necessary that the Hoirble the Home Minister should be here now to 
listen to the debate!^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: He is there. (Laughter, ) 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, us 1 was telling you, 

I share the public regret, the regret of the man in the street, that such 
a situation should come about after the announcement of the Govern- 
ment policy of release or “reasoned clemency**, whatever it may be, 
nearly two years before. 

Sir, the other day when the Hon’ble Sir Nazimuddin announced that 
there was a hunger-strike by the political prisoners in the Dum Dum Jail, 
w'e expected that he would at least in his statement make out a case why 
Government could not relea.se the large number of prisoners that were 
still rotting in jail even two years after the announcement of the 
Government policy of release. Hut, Sir. Sir Nazimuddin did not con- 
fine himself to that issue. He rather expatiated on matters w'hich were 
altogther irrelevant to the issue of the present hunger-strike. Again, 
his statement is open to the serious objection that it presents the ques- 
tion of release from a false perjipective. as I should say. The question 
of release,, as all of us are aware, is a question coeval with the introduc- 
tii)D of the present Keforuis. People thought that there would be a 
wholesale release of political prisoners on the inauguration of the new 
Reforms, as there was a general amnesty in 1920 on the introduction of 
the Montague-Chelmsford Reforms. But, Sir, that did not happen, and 
because that did not happen, therefore all the political parties in this 
country coiftesteJi the general election , of 1936 making a prominent 
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mention il the release of political prisoners as one of the chief itemB 
in their election manifestos. The Congress Party no doubt gave it a 
very proniinent ^lace. So did some of tl^ other parties such as the 
Krishak Proja Party. The Coalition Party or the Muslim League, as 
I should say, also demanded the relea.se of the political prisoners though 
in a qualified form. Therefore, Sir, it may very well be said that in 
coming^to work the present Ilefcfrins it was agreed by all political parties 
in this ^oftn try that there should be release of political prisoners. And 
1 am sure, Sir, I am*not misinterjireting the policy and programme of 
parties other than the Congress Party, at any rate of tlt^ party the 

Co?klition Party — now in power. 

• • 

Sir, .speaking before thi^ House on the IHh August, ItKlT, our Chief 
Minister said: •‘It is true, Sir, that the election manifesto of the 
Proja Party contained a clause about the release of political prisoners, 
a policy to which I still adhere, a policy which has been accepted by our 
(Government." Proceeding he said: “In the manifesto of the ('oali- 
tion Party there was a clear declaration that the release of political 
prisoners niust he effected consistent with public .safet>.“ Then he 
further proceeded to .say: “There was the phrase ‘consistent with 
public safety.’ T vNant to tell this Hou.sc that there is nothing wrong 
in that reservation." Further on he said: “We are ]irepared not 
merely to give effect to a policy of release, hut >\e can declare moat 
s(demnly tjjjat we are ])repared to interpret the expression 'consistent 
with jiuhlic Mfety’ as generously and as liherall\ as possible. After 
all, we are not out of s>mpathy with our own countrymen. 

That was an announcement not unlike one from the ( ongresa 
Ifencbes, hut made by the Chiet Minister-— by the l^*ader ol the 
Coalition Party — the (iovernment Party. Nov\, Sir, \Nhat did the 
(iovernment do to implement that large firoinise -the policy and 
programme of their own party ^ The\ did. Sir, precious little so far a» 
the long-term pri.soners were concerned. When most of these prisonerB 
went on hunger-strike in the Andamans jdst two years ago, there wa» 
a great agitation all over the country. On the intercession of Mahatma 
Gandhi and men like Dr. Rahindra Nath Tagore, these prisoners were 
repatriated. They undertook the hunger-sti ike putting forward the 
question of their immediate and unconditional release as one of the 
main issues. The Government knew that. Yet, Sir, Government did 
not move in this maTter. It was onl> after Mahatma (tandhi name liere 
early in 19-38 that the question received .some attention. Jtill after 
knocking from door to door and from place to place, begging 
mercy for thfese unfortunate prisoners even Mahatinaji did not 
fully succeed in inducing the Goveriynent to agree to imme- 
diate and unconditional release of these prisoners, lie went 
away to return in the autumn of 1938 and then, Sir, soine 
agreement was reached, thougl> Mahatma Gandhi and*<iSir Mazimuddin 
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could not see eye to eye on all the questions involved in thft problem 

of release. However, Government at that time issued a statement a 

communique— Bi&iing its ow|i policy. There also, Sir, Government said 
that althouf^h they were not in favour of immediate and indiscriminate 
remission of the sentences of all these prisoners, still they were in 
favour of the exercise of what was stated to be “reasoned clemency*' 
based on careful scrutiny of individual cases. This was the announced 
Government policy but Mahatma Gandhi so understood Vhe Government 
position as to assure the prisoners that he believeJ that they would not 
have to remain in jail after the 13th of April, 1939. What are we 
now to think of the Government that did not think of contradicting 
Mahatma Gandhi at the time?' Gan they ifow bfe suffered to say that 
Mahatmaji did not understand the Government view? If Sir, the 
Government then accepted the policy of release as understood by 
Mahatmaji, certainly they cannot say now that they did not set a time- 
limit and thus attempt to escajje. It was a definite policy of release 
that the Government accepted — a policy of release, Sir, not again in 
the case of short-term prisoners, nor again in the case of prisoners not 
guilty f»f violent crimes, but a policy of release in the case of prisoners 
convicted of most serious and violent crimes as well — release irrespective 
of the nature of offences ccunmitted. Government, Sir, formulated this 
policy so far as the vovrmunique of 25th September, J938, goes, thus: 
“Government intend (1) to release forthwith terrorist convicts suffering 
from serious and continued illness, (2) to release as soon as possible 
those convicts who have not been convicted of offences involving the 
actual commission of murder and serious violence and have a compara- 
tively short period of their sentences not in excess of 18 months still 
to serve,” then (3) — and this is fnost important — “to place the cases of 
the remaining convicts before an Advisory ('ommittee which will 
examine them on the individual merits and make such recommendations 
in each case to Government as it thinks fit. The decision as to the 
orders to be passed in each case after consideration of the recommen- 
dation of te Advisory ('ommittee will rest with Government.” Now, 
Sir, who were these “remaining convicts”? “Of their number, no less 
tan 1G7,” the Government communique stated, “have been convicted of 
offences in wliich murder or serious violence was committed, or robbery 
and dacoity.” Therefore. Government caiinjiit now rest contented 
by simply reviling the unreleased political prisoners as so many 
murderers and cut-throats and implying that they do not deserve release. 
Government was o<unmitted to a policy of release of such prisoners irres- 
pective of the nature of their crimes. Government have taken about 
a year to consider their cases and they cannot now say that they should 
not be released forthwith. Jhe public have a right to know why these 
prisoners who have served much of their sentences imposed in most 
eases by special tribunals, who have paid much of the penalties imposed 
on them by^ law«%nd ordinances — ^must fjontinue to rot in the jails even 
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after thkir declaration of abjuration of violence to the whole world 
through no less a person than Mahatma (iandhi. Why should Govern- 
ment make it 9 point that they must serv^ out their sentences in full? 
The purpose of penal law in all civilised countries is to reclaim and 
reform criminals. It is no longer retributive. That purpose, Sir, has 
gone out of fashion altogether with the development of the moral sense 
of mmikiud. In no civilised c<fUntry Government now compel the long- 
term j^ri^jners ito serve out their full sentences. They rather propound 
schemes by which prisoners can earn liberal remissions and get their 
freedom much earlier than the expiry of the terms impofed by courts. 
I*think, every honourable meml)er is aware that even here ordinary 
life convicts have nn^ tA staffer iniju'isonment and remain in jail for full 
20 years, but tlytt they can recover their freetlorn, by earning remissions 
under the Jail (’ode, even in 10 or 12 \ears. The jtolitical prisoners 
that have gone on hunger-strike have remained in jail for 7 or 8 years 
if not more. So what point can there he not to exercise clemency in 
their cases if the jtolicy of Government be one of released Not only 
that; I would say, Government b\ tidlowing a policy of release by 
small batcdies and imposing unacceptable comlitions have driven these 
prisoners to despair and goaded them to launch a htinger-strike. Sir, 
you will see from the Government statement that during the last year 
Government coujd see their way only to release bO jwr cent, of the 
prisoners, mostly short-term prisoners, while 4(t per cent, of the 
prisoners, the long-term prisoners in particular, still remain in jail. 
In the circumstances, what can we expect'' (’an we exjiect them to 
hold their souls in patience any more for the exercise of unduly pro- 
tracted clemency on the part of (iovernment f Surely, Government 
should take all these factors into consideration and consider that their 
release is overdue. 

Sir, I am not going to answer that part of the Hon’ble Sir 
Nazimuddin’s statement which is a criticism of the (’ongress represen- 
tatives on the Advisory ( ommittee. I un^ sure our Leader will answer 
that point. But, I will again ap|w*al to Sir Nuzimuddin not to take 
it as a party motion and remind him again that his party is as much 
committed to the policy of release as the Congress Party, is, of course, 
if the statement of his (’hief can be relied upfui. 

• 

Mr, M. 8HAM8JJDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we have met 
here this aftern<K>n under the shadow yt a dire calamity. We have 
receive<l infopination that 84 persons in the Dum I)um Ja^ and the 
Alipore Central Jail have resorted to hunger-strike in order to secure 
their release. ‘The whole count rx' know’s the correspondence that passed 
between Mahatma Gandhi and the Minist^r.s. A conference was held 
here in (jojcutta between the Ministers as representatives of Govern- 
ment and Mahatma (iandhi and thereafter release followed. Sir, we 
all know that at the time of ^he last election each ]krty* formulated 
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certain programmes. The Congress Party formulated a proj^ramme, 
the Krisak Pioja Party and other parties also formulated their 
programmes. This reletise political prisoners was <Jlie of 'the most 
important items in the programme of the Congress Party. It was also 
one of the items in the programme of the Krisak Proja Samity. 

Sir, I do not exactly rememher whetjjer the League had the release 
of iM)litiuil prisoners in its election imiiiifesto. I believe there on 
item, Imt when the Coalition Partv was formed, one of fhe item^in its 
programme put in as the release of jKilitical prisoners consistent 
with j)ul)lic siifety. We all know’ that a large number of prisoners has 
been released. Releases by dozes and driblets,. I do not thi»k, have 
been wise on the p^irt of the (jovernment. « T remember one occasion 
wdien we met at a party meeting with Mr. Fazliil as our leader. 

There I made a speech 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order. order I hope you will not kindly make 
any reference to any proceeding.s of the parts meeting. 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: 1 am not referring to that 
particubirly in that fa‘'hion, but I woubl .say that W’e appended to the 
Hon ble Mr. hazlul Hu(|, and I think jxissiblv the Home Minister also 
had been there. (A voick : Where?) I hope my friends will hold 
their patience for a w’hile. (Laughter.) It is not a trifling matter; 
it is not a matter to be laughed at ; it is not a piirty qUQption. You do 
not realise that the men w’hom we are talking of are not thieves, are 
not robbers, are not dacoits. They w’ere struggling to secuie the 
freedom of the c-ountry. ma\ be ici a quite different fashion. We have 
also tried to .secure the fre<‘dom of the country. T was one of tho.se 
who went to jail. For w’hat ? Not ior picking the jMickets of some 
members of the Coalition Party, not for doing .something else, not for 
stealing someone’s g<M)ds, but becau.se w’e wanted that our brethren 
should breathe free air as tht people of other countries do. Well, Sir, 
w'e may differ from the prisoners who are rotting in the Dum I)um and 
Alipt)re Ontral Liils. Methods may be dift’erent. They might have 
resorted to violent methods while we resorted to non-violent methods. 
The ideal was all the same. We flouted the authority of the Govern- 
ment and we courted arrest. For w’hat? Fof securing for our country 
a place in the comity of nations which are freedom-loving like the 
British and the German who breathe free air. (Tiaughter.) Please do 
not laughs My European friends may laugh. (Shame, shame.) 

Mr, 8PEAKER: Order, order. Will you kindly address the Chair?

Mr. M, 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: I am addressing through yon 
my European filends. 
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Mf. •.TIIL8I CHANDifA G08WAMI: On a point of order, Sir. 
The honourable members are entitled to adilrfss the House thioug'h 
you, and I thii^k it would be a great breach of i>arliamentarv privilege 
if they were debarred •from addres.sing tlie House, 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: M> friends are laughing, but 
do they not know that wheiiitliey were dominated by the French and 
Anglo-SfiixonS^ they used to be kicked in the streets of lyombmy They 
have ^forgotten that history. They ought to know that we in this 
country also feel the pinch of slavery and that is why we are fighting 
^ir the freedom of our (ountry. Are we to forget the men who did not 
care a farthing for ^htir lives to secure the freedom of their (xmiitry!^ 
To^risk one’s life is not d matter of joke, not a matter to be laaglied 
at or to be tfditled with. My friends are laughing but to-monow it 
might happen that Hitler’s threat would stop their laughing altogether. 
That time may not be very distant. \Vh\ ristrming is going on in 
Kngland? Beaiuse England wants to retain her freedom and others 
may not conquer her. If we in this (xmntiy try to secure the freedom 
of our country, we become culprits I cannot understand it. I um 
really sorry ; I am really ashamed that my friends of the Foiilition Party 
are hiughing. They may not agree with the violent course of oction 
which the jirisoiiers of the Aliimre (Vntral dail adopted, but jdl the >iame 
they fought for the freedom of the country (A \oick: They are 
murderers.) My friends, Mr. Speaker, mu->t realise llfat they would 
not have been here but for the thou.siiml young men who had shed their 
hl<x)d, hut for the millions who had courted jails. Licking the binds 
won’t do. Milliuns of people have been enfranchised, hut this 
enfranchisement would not have been jwissilde by courting, b\ oiling or 
by .such other means. It has l>een snatched fr<»iii unwilling hamls hy 
our hrotliers, and they have hrought tins provincial aut-onomy all over 
India. Therefore, Sir, what I was going to sa.\ even to-day to the 
Chief Minister and to the Home Minister who is sitting tight there i^ 
this that although they have spent veais oi the valuable time, tbev 
have not been able to create a g^Knl aimospheie in this piovime in .spite 
of the tact that opportunities weic <dVeicd to tliem. It they think that 
the police and the idher forces at then commami will not he sufficient 
to cope with the violent activities of these Hb prisoners if they are 
released to-day, I ask tlvm in all seriousness to visualise the atmosphere 
that would have been ereated if all the pri-^jners who are rotting inside 
the prison I>tirs were brought together a particular place in the l)um 
Dum or Alip<we (’.entTal Jail and the Chief Minister had gime to their 
place and tojd them; “Go to your respective homes and live y4mr lives 
like good citizens.” That opportunity may have been lost for the time 
being. Even to-day I would appeal U) government, I w'ould oppeal to 
the Hon’ble Mr. Fazlul Huq that this opportunity might he caughl 
bold of. Well, Sir. if these prisoners, when they go out, take rec<iur»e 
to other courses of life, they pan be clapped into priAins again in a few' 
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months' time. If the Ministry with all their paraphernalia of police 
and everythiuj^ else cannot cope with the situation, they ought to go 
out and make room for others who can cope with Ihe pwfeition. I 
therefore very respectfully ask the Ministry to •consider very seriously 
as to what is the difficulty in releasiiig these prisoners. If 5’Oii have 
been able to release so many prisoners within a very short time, why 
do you Uike time now. What is the me of taking a bad name? If 
you want to examine the papers, it is a very simple thing'. Put all the 
jiapers before certain Judges and tell them to finiah these things in a 
few days’ tin^e. Do not say that (^n l)e done in batches, driblets, and 
so on. Neither does it bring good name nor does it bring any credit 
to the administration. I wcnild appeal once mofe to (loverifment to 
save the lives of these young men, so thaV further serious situation 
might not be credited. It would he prudent if Sir Nazifnuddin and the 
(diief Minister and other Hon’ble Ministers would sit together and con- 
sider very seriously as to what they should do. They should not take 
it as a threat. People do not risk their lives to hold out a threat. I 
know something of prison life. The prisoners have been suffering for 
years together. They thought that with the advent of Provincial 
Autonomy, with the inauguration of new atmosphere, possibly their 
cases would receive sympathetic consideration in the bands of their 
brethren. 

Therefore, Sir, in all seriousness I would appeal to the Government 
Benches even now to consider whether they can release all these priM)ners 
wdio have resorted to hunger-strike. I would tell them again that risk- 
ing life as a matter of threat is not a matter of joke. Theretore. let 
them consider seriously; let them find out whether they can release all 
the prisoners in a few days’ time ^o tliat the lives of those men mav he 
skived and Bengal may get a very good atmosphere for the future pood 
administration of this province.

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: May 1 know. Sir. if the misero. 
jilione which was purchased at the highest price haa hetui working 
jiroperly? Wouhl you kindly take note that this House is not satis- 
fied with it? 

Mr. SPEAKERS The lUKTojdione is perfectly in order; only therp 
has he(*n a mistake in switching on the partnular micTophone to he 
used. Oiten times it hujipens that what I think to he the second is 
actually the fourth. So what I think to he inn’essary is that it should 
he placed in i^ojier methodical order. 

Babu PREMHARI BARMA: Mr. Speaker. Sir. the question of 
release of political ])ris(jncrs is a hurraing question of the day, and tliere 
has been countrywide agitation over it. Government also gave assur- 
ances to release the juditical jiriNoners, hut they have not been able to 
fulfil their promise. It is certainly strangm that the present Govern- 
ment of Bengal having given an assurance to Mahatma Gandhi ond the 
people that the Government would releftse the jHditical prisoners 
gradually, have failed to keeji their j>ronii‘<e. Ibis is (‘ertainly dero- 
gatory to the prestige of a Gov(*rnment which cannot act up to their 
assurances. Sir, many of the Ministern wh(» are at the helm of the 
Government promised at the time of their election to their constituen- 
cies that they would talte steps to reluse the political prisoi^ers, but 
after their electioifthey have totally forgotten their promises at the time 
of their electioneering campaign. Ah regards the Schedi^ed Castee 
Ministers, they have also a duty to tlie iK)liti<'sil prisoners. Because 
they have come through the Joint electorate, they have a duty to the 
Scheduled Castes as well as to the other Hindu ccmimunity in Bengal. 
The question of the release of political prisoners is not a question of any* 
benefit to* any particular community. It is a unanimous demand of 
the country that the political^ prisoners should be r^easi|4* I think, 
14 
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the public opinion of the Scheduled Castes is^'not less strong in demand- 
ing the release of political prisoners as the public opinion of any other 
community. And I venture to say without any fear d contlfadiction 
that the Scheduled Castes of ^ngal also demand* the release of political 
prisoners. I also think that if the Hindu Ministers and the Scheduled 
Castes Ministers cannot exert their influence on the Cabinet but are 
only there as puppets, they ought to resign at once because they Repre- 
sent the Hindu community add the unanimous demand *oi that 
community is that the political prisoners should be 
released. If fney cannot do that, they ought to be ashamed of being 
in the Treasury Benches. The Muhammadan Ministers may think th»t 
they have been returned to the Assembly by the «vote of the *Muham- 
madans, but the Muhammadan public opinion also is in favour of the 
release of jmlitical prisoners. That may not be a public demand on 
the part of the Muhammadans of Bengal, but it is a fact that no 
Muhammadan will say that the release of political i)ri8oner8 is not neces- 
sary. The Coalition members may say so, but the Muslim public in the 
country also want that the political prisoners should be released. I 
think. Sir, that no amount of appeal to this (ioverninent or to the pre- 
sent Ministers will bear any fruit so far as the release ot the political 
prisoners is concerned, because they are interested only in carrying on 
the day-to-day administration of the country — not in accordance with 
the wishes of the people of this province but in accordance with their 
own caprice — I would say not in accordance with the wishes of the 
people of the country which they claim to represent,! but with the 
wishes of their white masters. I think no amount of agitation in the 
country or no amount of public opinion will be able to bring the 
Hon’ble Ministers to their sense \)f duty of abiding by the w’ishes 
of the country until and unless they are dictated by their white masters 
to do so. This being the case, I think it is useless to make an appeal 
to these Hon’blp Minsters. I think the best course for the leaders of 
the country is to find out ways and means by which they can convince 
the Imperialist Government tiiat until and unless the Imperialist Gov- 
ernment changes its policy and releases the political prisoners, it will 
not be possible for them to carry on smoothly the administration of 
India. If the Imperialist Government finds that it is not possible for 
it to keep India satisfied without releasing the jxditical prisoners, then 
it w’ill certainly order the present Government of Bengal to relase the 
remaining Rmlitical prisoners without the least poss'ible delay. I sub- 
mit, Sir, yiat it is futile to appeal to the present Ministers to release 
the prisoners. 

With these few words, Sir, I support the adjournment motion that 
has been moved by Mr. Chapjdhuri. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr. Speaker, Sir. Ihe subject 
we are diseussi^ this evening is one pf those perennial ones which 
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give thck honourable nieinft^rs opposite a ebance of gassing their senti- 
ments and feelings which, so far as 1 am concerned, leave me cold. 

Sir, to tall^of ahimsha paranw dJuirnut^ and in the same breath to 
come out with 'the tyj^ of speeches with*whith we have been regaled 
to-day is a denial of the teachings of the sage whom we all respect and 
honour for the one great principle he has tried to teach us in this 
country. (Cries of “Oh! IPreaching a sermon” from Congress 
BencitesJ Sii; I do hope that the theatricalities which we have wit- 
nessecf to-day will isot he emulated if we sincerely <lesire to bring back 
these misguided boy.-, once more into the bdd • 

* Sirf I am not surprised why this motion is Indug pressed so 
vigorously. The simple i^ason lor it is that the rebel section of the 
Indian Nationill Cngress in this House wishes to re-establish itself 
and regain its lost dignity. It is going against the clear decision given 
by the Indian National Congress, and supported by Mr. Subhaa 
Chandra Hose, ex-l‘iesidcnt of the Congress, and by Pundit Jawaharlal 
Nehru (Mr. Kiran Saxkar Hoy: Who gave you the riglit to speak on 
Ibehalf of the Congress:*') that hunger-strike was not to be indulged in 
—that was and is the fiat, Noa, Sir, to m> utter surpiise 1 find 
honourable ineiubers opposite making hunger-strike the euuse of bring- 
ing forward this udjourniuent motion. The realities ot the situation 
must be faced and they are that a drowning man catches at the straw.

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is not 
my intention to take ruiyh time of the House as I am told, there aie 
a number of speakers who wish to sjieak to the motion. I have on y 
one more point to'make, Sir, and that m in reference U) the speeches 
of the character and substance, unprecedented even in the^istory of 
the party opposite delivered by the suppoi*ters of the adjournment 

motioii. 

One would hare thought, Sir, that havfng regard to the hundred* of. 
people released, and having further regard to the spirit of friendlmes. . 
ud conciliation shown by tbe.Government of Bengalijn tV matter of 
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the release of detenus and political pris(hiers, even the mgst stony- 
hearted men would have been compelled to come out with a compli- 
ment acknowledging the generosity shown. Sir, Ben|pal hat released 
political prisoners and ideteilus to an extent that if all the other pro- 
vinces of India were rolled into one and put on one side, we shall 
exceed them by hundreds. In such circumstances, to accuse this Gov- 
ernment of callousness and to albuse it Jor not showing sympathy' even 
in real and genuine cases is •something which shouli^ imt ]|iave been 
uttered by the honourable members opposite. W«e, Sir, of th# Coali- 
tion Paiiy ate prepared to take our stand at the bar of public opinion 
in this country and even outside. We have stood by the pledges, we 
made to our own people in this province and to pur lellow-cohntrymen 
in India, and W’e are prepared to accept the judgment of honest- 
minded people who do not make a political stunt of* the unfortunate 
state of affairs of the character under discussion which, as 1 have said, 
even the leaders of that great political organisation — the Congress — 
have condemned outright. 

Sir, many other points were raised during the (leWte. I shall not 
refer to them, but I want to appeal to honourable members opposite 
not to use jMjlitical clap-trap or make political capital out of the un- 
happy situation that has arisen. Let them put tln ir heads together 
with those of the Government and. in <Mi‘cunistances where even the 
High Commuiid of the Congress ordeis a course oi ai'tion ditferent 
from what the euthusiastic and ill-eoueeiv(*(l minds behind this motion 
for adjournment have eonteinplated, let tliem calm do^m and consider 
the mutter in an amicable, sympathetic and iriendly sjiirit. 


Mr. C. MILLAR; Mr. Speaker, Sir, it lias appeared to me in the 
(iourst* of this debate that the Opjiosition iiartnersbip is perhaps less 
consistent tliun usual, Ibecause if I understood the honourable member 
for the Ihist Bengal Urban Constituency aright, 1 understood him to 
say that be had never serichisly thouglit that a eumpuigii ot isolated 
murders wniuld win the freedom of India or contribute materially in 
doing so; wdioreas, the honourable the leader ot the Kiisliak-Proja 
Opposition Party took an entirely ditferent view and extolled these men 
as men wdio have been responsible for winning the Reforms. I find it 
difficult, Sir, to reconcile these two ix)iuts of view. (A voice from the 
Congress Benches: You will always find it sol), ahd I must join issue 
again w’ith the honourable member for the East Bengal Urban Consti- 
tuency when he taxes the Government with keeping alive sympathy for 
the terrorist revolutionarj’ movement by keeping these prisoners in 
jail. On the contrary, Sir, I believe that the very lilieral policy which 
has been adopted by Government and the immense care which has been 
given to this most difficult question (‘ommands the sjTnpathy of the 
House and of public. 
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On ohe point we ajrree most cordially witli the point of view which 
has been pnt forward from the Opposition Benches, when Rai 
Harendra Natt Chaudhuri said that a fi^Jse perspective wiw east over 
this affair. It is not betmying any secret if T say that the Advisory 
Committee has approached this problem in a spirit of deep nnxiet\ and 
anxious care. It is not, as was suppested, any simple or triBintr 
matter. It is, on the contrary? a matter in which serious principles are 
involv^d'and where every sinple ease requires special consideration on 
its own merits. * ^ 

There is only one other matter in the speerhes wtiieh liavt* pine 
before* TJfith which I, would like to deal, and that is Mr. Sliainsudtlin 
Ahmed’s reference to ours?lves and our nt-rnian nei^dihours across the 
North Sea. It* is always irritatinjr for a speaker when his ihetorical 
efforts are ^rreeted with laughter and Mr. Shainsuddin Ahmad has niy 
very great sympathy in that respect. (Laughter.) But the ]>osition is 
this: these crimes which wei(‘ committed aie not in the (utegory in 
which Mr. Sliamsuddin Ahincfl has placed them. Had they lM‘(‘n 
oases of thousands of men slieddiiiir tlieir blooil. as he said, we might 
have bad that respect tor them winch we have, tor instance, for the 
warriors tif the North-We.st frontier. 

But, Sir, these eases are not like that. From the public record I 
have taken nut brief ret'eren(*e.s which descrihe these cases. They are 
of this nature: I (juote one case ol da(oit\ wluuc two mail peons and 
four iiorters wire injured. One of the iieons was killed, and the judg- 
ment is in these words: “the pie.sent <iuse is one in uhi< li the ofTenders 
were utterly niercile*'^, calhius and imlurat^ol, and at the time of the 
commission of the dacoity cared nauglit for the sanctity of life. Help- 
less mail peons, and coolies unable to defend tbenisfdves, were shot at 
deliberately and intentionally in a spiiit of wanton destruction. The 
shooting too wa> premeditated ami cfuitrived and formed part (»f a care- 
fully determined design. If there wa.^ l^illing to he done, there was 
anxiety to dO it.” Mr. Speaker, Sir, that is the kind of case ">1^ 
which we are dealing. (Mr. Nin.M»F.M>r DrrrA Mazvmdau: Sir, is 

the honourable member reading out from the reeord ot (ieneral l).\er s 
achievements?) I would quote another case of a raid on a house in a 
village in Mymensiugli. •The ownei of tlie house was siek with small- 
pox. His brother .was tied uj) with a rope and the owner, suffering 
from smalLpox, was beaten and kickotl. His wiihiwed sister was 
dragged by the hair till, in order to save her brother and h^self from 
further torment, she banded over the keys. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, these are not acts of^patriotism : these are bestial 
and disgusting crimes. (Cries of “Shame! Shame” from the Coali- 
tion Benches.) These, Sir, are the cases which for months we in the 
Advisory Committee have hetn approaching with &rery •desire for 
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mercy in our hearts ; but there comes a time when human cbnscience 
revolts against the exercise of clemency where clemency is not deserved,

Dfi 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEEs Sir, in the short time at my 
disposal, I do not propose to dwell at length on the various points 
arising out of the adjournment motionf But, Sir, I would ma]j:e an 
immediate reference to the Remarks which have been made by the 
speaker just preceding me. I think, it will be a rjrther delicate matter 
to go into th^ details of the acts of violence which were done by such 
persons as those whose cases are now under consideration. Sir, if we 
are to wnsider the nature of the acts perpetrated by persons no\ In this 
country, but in all parts of the world, particularly hy nations which 
claim to-day to have reached the highest pinnacle of civilization, I 
believe, much worse accounts of brutalities might be read out by every 
one of us in relation to happenings in Europe and in*other countries. 
When bombs are thrown by British aeroplanes even in the much-talked 
of North-West Frontier Province, you do damage and injure people 
and children as innocent as those w'hose cases have been read out by 
Mr. Curtis Millar to-day. What about the atrocities at Midnapoi^P 
If, again, the accounts of the atrocities in the Punjab committed by 
General Dyer, who, I believe, comes fioin the same Britieh Isles which 
send us this galaxy of members to this House, are read out from the 
published reports in the same way as Mr. Millar lias done, ever\' right- 
thinking man will hang down his head in shame and utter humiliation. 
They stand far more condemned as they were based on the pvernicious 
doctrine of might is right. But, Sir, we are not going into that 
aspect of the matter here to-day. ‘Sir, I would not either refer in detail 
to the strange performance of Mr. Ahdur Rahman Siddiqi w'ho, I 
believe, is the ghost of the gentleman who is supposed to have repre- 
sented the Indian Muslim community in the deputation on the Palestine 
controversy. Whom was he defending the«'e — Mr. Ahdur Rahman 
Siddiqi — when he went to England — persons who are following the 
tenets of Mahatma Gandhi and walking in the path of non-violence 
or persons who are openly attacking others and committing acts of 
violence and terrorism on Jews? Sir, I would leave Mr. Abdur 
Rahman Siddiqi alone and ask him to indul|]rc as much as he can in 
his attacks on the Indian National Congress and Mr. Subhas Bose, who 
I can assure Mr. Siddiqi will survive his attacks. * 

Sir, lej us now come back to the adjournment motion which we are 
discussing to-day. We do meet here to-day under the. shadow of a 
great impending peril. The question of release of political prisoners 
has agitated the minds of Ii^dians not in Bengal alone but in all parts 
'of this vast country. The Hon'ble Khwaja Sir Naximuddjn and the 
Government of Bengal may well congratulate themselves on the step 
which the3a took^ in releasing 3,000 detenus during the last two yean 
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of thei» administration. *WIiat is the position with regard to the 
detenus P It has been urged on public platforms and in the press, inside 
this Chamber #nd outside it, that these detenus included hundreds and 
thousands'of young m^u who were kept Ifchind the prison bars without 
being given the opportunity of an open trial by a Judge and Jury. 
!Novr, Sir, if the fact is that many of them were detained without any 
sufficient cause and established proof, then when Sir Khwnja Xazim- 
ucldin r^easei^ tlieiu lie does a bare a^d belated act of justice and not 
an act of charity •r clemency. On the other hand, if Sir Kbwuja 
Nazimuddin took upon himself the responsibility of relegsing the ‘I.OtM) 
men knowing that they ineluded persons who hud been directly or 
indir^fly involved ^n* various acts of violence and terrorism against 
the Government if he did*thnt on the ground prineipully that they had 
forsaken the path of violence, then he laid down the policy which he 
is hound to follow in re«]»ect of the other prisoners as well. With 
regard to the <X)nvicte<l politii'ul prisoners, it is no use going into the 
pgst history of those incidents, hut the fact remains that the present 
Government of Bengal did accept th(‘ policy of releasing them and have 
indeed released many, provided the Government was satisfied that such 
release was consistent with public safety. Now, Sir what is meant by 
this phrase “that the release must he eonsistenl with public safety” P Let 
us stop here for a moment and analyse the situation. Mahatma Gandhi, 
whose name has been mentioned even by Mr. Ahdur Rahman Siddicji 
who quote<l him with that passionate attachment as some people would 
quote the Sctpptures, has definitely .stated that according to his view 
a general amnesty sliouid he ordered and all political prisoners should 
he released. But h# could not bring the TToine Minister of this province 
to his point of view and therefore *a difference occurred. Now, Sir, 
what is the position with regard to these convicted jxditical prisoners P 
So far as the past records are concerned, they are there. What, I ask, 
was the necessity of appointing a committee at allP What work was 
the committee expected to do? So far a.s the past records are concerned, 
they were already before the Governmeit along .with the decisions of 
courts of law. The question was whether they could he released with, 
reference to their possible future conduct. On this point you had a 
solemn declaration that they had abjured the path of violence and they 
wanted to retuni to their normal life. That declaration was made 
to Mahatma Gandhi hiinself and there was u repetition of that declara- 
tion even to the pitesent Government. 

Then, Sir, the position comes to this. On what grounds are you 
still going te detain them? It is not a case as if the cases of these 
Jnen are being pleaded before you for an act of charity. The Govern- 
xnent of Bengal have accepted the policy of their release consisteni 
with pubfic safety. Here are these 90 men who have joined in the 
dieclaratioii that they have abjured the path of viil^eiice^ they have 
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realined they may serve their country’s cahse in other better ways. 
If you say that you are not prepared to act on that, you are bound to 
place before the public of Bengal specific reasons in reapect df every 
one of them as to why they ai^ not going to be released by the Govern- 
ment. 

The question of the release of political prisoners is not new in this 
country. In every country this has happened and there is no r^son 
why a different policy should fie followed in this counfly. ^ « 

With regajd to the question of hunger-strike, I realise that the 
prisoners have taken a step which perhaps is extreme in some aspect*. 
But in view of Government’s attitude what else can, they do to veiftilate 
their grievances. Mahatma Gandhi has senf a wire to the effect that 
“you give up your hunger strike.” It is perfectly true that every one 
in tliis House would make the same appeal to them. But none with a 

sense of responsibility can possibly stop there. We must go a step 

further and say simultaneously that you, the Government of BengaJ, 
who claim to represent the real interest of the people of this province 
should come forward at this critical liour, be true to your words and 

release these political prisoners with the least possible delay. 


Mr, 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Mr Speal ier, in rising to support 
the motion of my honourable friend Kai Ilarendni Nath Chaudhuri I 
must say I do so from an overwhelming sense of public duty. At the 
same time, I must confess that T do so with a considerable amount 
of trepidation, — trepidation at the seriousness of the position which 
faces us to-day. I shall not mar the seriousness of the occasion by 
referring to the speech, if it can be described as a speech at all, of 
the honourable member who represents a rhamber of Conimerce. I 
shall not mar the seriousness of the occasion hy trying to introduce the 
tone of levity which he has thought fit to introduce in to-day’s debate. 

I shall rest content with this observation (hat the way, the only way in 
which his speech should be treated is with scorn, withering scorn. 

Before I come to the subject of this evening’s debate, I w’ould like 
to dispose of one or two charges wdiieh were made against me by the 
Hon’ble the Home Minister the other day wl^en he read a considered 
statement which he had prepared. The first charge was that in writing 
a letter to Mahatma Gandhi explaining wrhy I hbd thought fit to 
resign my membership of the* prisoners’ release advisorj- committee, 

I had committed d breach of confidence, and he referred to a decision, 
a supposed decision of the committee itself. I say supjxwed decision 
advisedly because I have got the minutes of this meeting before me.* 
There was no such decision. *The only matter which was discussed at i 
the first meeting of the committee wa# whether the press and the public 
were to be %dmi^ed to their sittings an^ the decision was that, as it 
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was felt Aat the deliberatfons and the results thereof being of a 
confidential character, the press and the public should ^ot be ndiuittwl. 
That was* the decision. ^ 

There was no ban oh any member of the committee, far less on a 
member of the committee who had resigned, of explaining to^^the 
public the reasons for his resignation. Sir. if I have Wen guilty of 
a breach of confidence, may I ’charge the Hon’ble the Home Minister 
that V ^as •at a much earlier stage guilty of a graver breach of 
confidence; because ff I am not entitled to explain to the public the 
reasons for my resignation, he is similarly not entitlecT to tell the 
public tl^at two members gave the rea.sons for their resignation when 
their approach to the*qiiest^)n of release of convicted ])risoner8 ditfered 
fundamentally that of other members of the committee. All that 

I did was to explain what was meant by a fumlamenlal difference of 
approach. 

The other fhartre that he made was that we, the membcrH of the 
CoftgresH Ihirty on the committee, had been guilt\ of dilatoriness. 
Now’, Sir, may I read to the House some of the dates relating to this 
matter the charge of dilatoriness being brought forward against us by 
the Oovei’iimeiit . Tin? letter from Mahatma (Jandhi making his 
suggestion for the release of political prisoners was written on the Idth 
April, 1938, and it took tin* (Government five long months to make up 
their'minds as to what they weie going to do. The decision of (lovern- 
ment was aiinoxinced on the ‘.? >th of September, 1948. Then the lion bit* 
the Home MinTster sent an invitation to me asking for my assistance 
in the matter of nonclination of tw^o members of the ('ongress Tarty to 
the committee. , 

That letter was written at a time when 1 was touring from Ranchi 
to Mysore and from M.v.sore to (?alcut(a. I repliod to his letter on the 
23rd October 1938. The personnel of the cominitte W’as not anntmnced 
until the loth December, 19;i8. and if the IlouM.le the Home Minister 
were to po carefully through the proceedings of the committee— 1 am 
making no charge of reproach against anyone — he will find that long 
adjournments of the committee were necessitated in order to accom- 
modate the President and not the other members of the committee. 

Now, Sir, I pass from.tbe personal explanation which 1 introduced 
in reply to the observations of the Hon ble the Home Minister to a far 
more urgent or far'more serious thing, the fate of the 90 more ^ less 
prisoners who are hunger-striking. T have heard it said in tins House 
that their guilt was beyond doubt. Nobody ever denied their gurtt. W© 
on the committee start on the basis that they have Wen found guilty by 
oanrts of law. The considerations which the committee have to bear in 
mind are different considerations altogether. Whether the time is npe 
for their release, whether the situation is such as calls ter their 
whether the state of mind o{ the prisoners is such ^ denwwidi their 
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release, on these points may I read just a few lines to the new apostle of 
Ahimsa, a fewidines from olie of the letters of Mahatma Gandhi? In 
one of his letters — I am referring, Sir, to the letter Qf tiie 13th Sep- 
teihlw, 1938 — Mahatma ^Gandhi, whom Mr.*Abdur Rahmaii Siddiqi 
hajt^ecognised as an apostle of non-violence — praise be to Mr. Abdur 
Rahman Siddiqi — has said “perhaps the Bengal Government and their 
advisers have missed one big factor in tlie consideration of the question 
of release. These prisoners have no sense of guilt. The ci^mtfi how- 
ever bad thej^ might be in themselves were not committed for personal 
gains. The prisoners having changed their views on violence feel 
their detention an intolerable hardship. They are fretting ^r puBlic 
service. The public estimate also in this m&tter is of a different 
character from that of the Glovernment, but since vows is admittedly 
a Government responsible to the people you are bound to give consider- 
able weight to public opinion which so far as one can judge emphati- 
cally demands their release.” As I said a few mouients ago, no one 
denies that they were guilty under some section or other of the In (Man 
Penal Code, but behind their crimes under the Indian Penal Code their 
real crime was their love of country. I do not mean to minimise the 
gravity of the offences which they committed under the Indian Penal 
Code, but at the same time I ask the members of this House to remem- 
ber and to realize that the real motive for their crime was their love 
of country. Their crime was that their country wus the dream of their 
young years. Their (rrime was that their country was the generating 
idea of their mental (’(mception. Their crime was that their country 
was the keVvStone of their intellectual edifice and their crime was that 
their country was the religion of their soul. I am. Sir, iisiiig a few 
words of the great Italian patHot Mazzini with some modifications 
which I have permitted myself. Sir, will anyone dare to maintain 
at the present day — I ask my friends opposite — will anyone dare to 
maintain at the pre.sent day that Mazzini w*as a murderer, will any- 
one dare to maintain at the present day that Michael Collins was a 
murderer; will anyone dare ’maintain at the present day .that Mustafa 
Knmal Pasha was a murderer; will anyone dare mainlain at the 
present day that De Valera was a murderer, the man who shakes hands 
with his Britannic Majesty? Sir, I would ask members of this House 
to look at it from a different point of view. ,The prisoners have atoned 
for their sins. They havi& suffered imprisonment for long, long 
years. They have said unequivocally and in \he* presence of the 
members pf the committee that they have lost all faith in violence and 
they have abjured violence for the future. I submit, Sir, that was 
the main (M)n8ideration ; that ought to have been the main considera- 
tion before the committee imd that ought to have led the majority al 
• the members of the committee to support me in my demand for the 
unconditional release of the prisoners. Sir, there were certain 
coHaasrues * of Aline who wanted to interview the prisoners and who 
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wanted to satisfy themselvH that tlfeir declaration of faith was sincere. 
I am letting out no secret irhen I say thati in nmnero^ cases the rdem- 
hers of fhe ^coAmittee recognised that the declaration of their faith 
was sincere, hut stilt they were not alSe to make up their miiK^ to 
recommend their release. Reports were called for from Governpient. 
The reports were there, the prec is was there; the liistory of the case 
was 4h ere. What further repcirts had you to ask for from Governments 
I shoylck have* thought that my place •was not in a committee which 
was going to surreilder their judgment to the judgment of the Govern- 
ment. • 

Sii;, an dealing wit^i this matter 1 projwse to place another consi- 
deration before this floiise«nnd it is this. What is it that the prisoners 
are asking? %ey are a.sking for opportunities for public service. 
They have given you an assurance through Mahatma Gandhi and also 
directly to the members of the eommittef* that they propose to work for 
the public in the public interests and ob.serve the principles of truth 
and non-violence in their public career. Sir, if these do not justify 
their release I do not know, Sir, what on earth possibly can. 1 do not 
know what answer there can be to their demand for release when they 
have atoned for their sins, atoned for their sins not nierely by serving 
out long terms of im])risoiiment but also by declaring in all faith and 
in all sincerity that they are going t(v turn a new leaf in their lives. 
Sir, the demand that is made for their release is a demand which poli- 
tical justice must concede. Their demands are fortified by a sense of 
humanity. (Tloud and continued applause from the Congress Henches.) 


The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I am confined to 
only 15 minutes and there are innuuieruble questions that 1 have got 
to reply to, and at the same time f have to justify the policy that 
Government have so far pursued. I have tried my best to deal with 
the points that have been raised, but to-day I will deal categorically 
with the points raised by the various speakers bec^iuse 1 feel, Sir, that 
the occasion is much too serious for mere political propaganda and 
should be looked at from a more serious and graver point of view than 
what has been done so far. But before I proceed, I would like to deal 
more briefly with the one or two point.s that have been raised by 
the various speakers. TS begin with. Sir, it will take some time if I 
were to enter Jjit<F the details of the controversy between the I^eader 
of the Opposition and myself with regard to the statement that has 
been made by me, but I would ask the House to judge wtfether the 
publication of the correspondence which contains the proceedings of 
the meetings is giving out information to the public.

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA ROSE: Will you please mention the cor. . 
rapondence that was published? 
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the Hon’ble KhtMJa Sir ^AZlMUDDlN: The correspondence 
thaf passed bet^en Mr. Gandhi and the Leader of the Opposition. 
(Lauf^:hter from the Congre|^ Benches.) * 

R«i HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That is no property 

of the committee.

Mfe SPEAKER: Mr. Rai Chaudhiiri, I think, there should ®be no 
interruption. have allowed Mr. Bose as the Leader of the Opposition 
to make his speech uninterrupted, and on this debate I will not allow 
any interruption whatsoever by anybody. * * 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: On a point of order, 
Sir. I answered only to an enijuiiy from Mr. Suhraw^ardy. 


Mfi SPEAKER: If Mr. Suhrawurdy has done it, I am very sorry 
that be lias done it. 


Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Although the invita- 
tion was to lie issued in September, the delay in issuing the invitation 
was due to the fact that correspondence was taking place between 
Mr. Gandhi and myself as to whether members of the Congress Group 
would be members on the committee, and that is the rea.son why it took 
so long. 

Mft SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: Ixmg five mouths! 

Tha Hon'bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Considering the number 
and length of the correspondence, it could hardly be otherwise. Now, 
these are the two points. 

As regards Dr. Sliyamaprasad Mookerjee’s speech, I am glad that 
he has confessed that whoever may have committed those crimes, 
they have got to hang dowui their heads in shame. But I may tell 
him that two blacks do not make a white, and it makes no difference 
as to who has done it. The only fact is that^thovse crimes are such as 
should be condemned. Thirdly, he has tried to make out that the 
release of detenus and the release of convicted prisoners "are both on the 
jame footijug. I find that Mr. Pratul Ganguly has also practically 
raised the same issue. But, Sir, the two things are quite different, 
[t is not unusual that those who instigate crime often go unpunished 
and those who commit erimc| have to bear the burden. Sir, as far aa 
•the detenus are concerned, their case was quite different, an^ was made 
dlear in the communtqui that was published by the GoTemment in 
this connection, But I will not deal with it now. 
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Now, Sir, I will ask tiw Houst to picture to themselves the Occa- 
sion when Mr. Shamsuddia was makirfg spiech — how eloquent he 

was, how he lyeathed the air of freedom here, how' he condemned 
this Government and its policy with rejrOid to the release of poli^cal 
convicts, and how he extolled the Virtues of these political convicts; 
and, Sir, I would like to poiut out that the committee was appointed 
in December, and Mr. Shumiiiuldiu joined the Cabinet in November. 
Furfher comments are unnecessary. 

Mauivi ABDUL LATIF BISWAS: Up wa.s a diffei^nt man tl^n.

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Similarly, Mr. Pratul 
Chandra Ganguly has made it absolutely clear that terrorism or violence 
was not committed for the sake of freeing India. They never thought 
that by means of killing a few juTsons tliey will be able to free India. 
So, il obvious that it was not the motive for the crime. It was 
ordinary revenge or retaliation that led them to eonmiit the erimeft; 
therefore, any claim for jircfcrcntial treatment from tliis jmint of 
view. 1 am not prejiared to accept. 

Now, Sir, the important point, av far as to-day’s debate is con- 
cerned. is the (luestioii of hunger-strike, but hanlly a reference has 
been made to*that. 1 have more than once in this House pointed out 
the tundamental i^uestion that no (iovernmcuit can ever agree to 
concede anything under the threat^ of a hunger-strike, and on this

prisoners, to try and see how tar they can be released ; a eomnuttee 
was appointed; the committee have beeq sitting; the committee have 
made recom^iendations ; and the iinportarft point to reinernher is that 
80 far not a single recommendation of the committee has been turned 
down absolutely. In eight eases, certain restrictive conditions have 
been imposed, but in practically every case excepting those in which 
Government have not yH come to a final decision, in all cases, the 
recommendatijjgs €>f the committee have been accepted (Mr. Sarat 
Ch.\ndra Bose: Question?) and, as i have already said, in eight 
cases certain conditions have been imposed. Barring themf in practi- 
cally all the', cases where Government have come to a decision, they 
have accepted the recommendations of the committee, and in no case, 
the recommendation of the committee hai^been turned down. Sir, thu 
cases are Itill being considered ; the policy has been announced ; it has 
been in operation ; and we finc^ that even Mr. Qandhii has |iot only not 
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approved of the hunger-strike ,t)ut*ha8 suggested that the rel)re8enta- 
tive^ of the Congress^on tMfe committee should go back to the com- 
mittee. (Rai Harendra NApi Chaudhuri: No) Wefl^ Sir* I would 
ref^ the honourable members to the letter of Mr. Gandhi, and what 
does it show? It shows that so far the policy of the Government had 
been approved by those who were members of the committee. As soon * 
as they found, liowever, that there were difficulties in the way, •they 
resigned. And what is more, i? is this attitude on theii* partly# which 
really the hunger-strike has been precipitated, as is evident from what 
ha|^ been pulrlished in tlios.- ^ <.Mi. Sui\t (’handra Bose; 

Question}^) Unfortunately, Sir, I have not got the time; otherwise, 

I i??ould have dealt with this thing at length. I ‘nave got letters from 
the convicted prisoners that they have lost all hope liecause of what 
has taken place and because of the withdrwal of the Congress represen- 
tatives from the committee. Sir, that is the attitude of the convicted 
prisoners. (Rai Harendra Nath Ciiaudhi r : But that is different 
matter altogether.) As far as their petitions are concerned, I may as 
well read the contents of them. The jx'tition of the prisoners in the 
Dum Dum Central Jail, dated the 23rd June, 1931C says, “The letter 
of Mr, Sarat Chandra Bose to Mahatmaji and the latter's statement, 
both of wliieh have been published in the I/indi linhijaJnni Weekly y 
have made us extremely apprehensive. We, therefore, beg to request 
you to enlighten us as to the attitude of the Government of Bengal 
and require an early reply thereto.” Then there is another letter — 
a petition from the prisoners of the Alipore Central Jail — dated the 
Ist of July, 1939, in wdiich it is stated that “the ])ublieation of the 
Gandhi-Sarat Chandra Bose correspondence cannot but remove the last 
trace of hope from the mind of even the most incorrigible optimist. “ 
Therefore, the trciuble that has been created is not due to the real 
intentions of Government but due to the j>iiblication of the corre- 
spondence in the weekly paper. It is obvious that Government have 
so fur pursued a pojicy; thugt they have appointed a committee; that 
its recommendations are either being considered or have j)een accepted. 
Sir, there was no justification for this hunger-strike; there is no justi- 
fication for any action whatsoever; the policy of release on considera- 
tion of individual cases is one which is based on the fact which I have 
more than once stated, viz., that it is impolsihle to release convicted 
prisoners on the ground of motive of crime. As I Uftje stated more 
than once, Sir, if this principle is accepted, there is no reason why 
all those V^ople who have been convicte<J for committing crimes 
because of tbeir belief in God or in religion should not be released 
also. Similarly, if this principle of releasing people who have been 
♦ convicted for committing pcfiitical crimes is accepted, you, cannot say 
where this will leai you to. To-morrow they may start killing one 
another — r^res^tatives of the Congresj attacking the members of the 
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Muslim League and the ir^inbers of ^the Muslim League attackfng 
Congressmen or members of the Krishak Proja Party. What wilLbe- 
the resultf? Itwieans a direct incentive to committing heinous Crimea 
for political purposes. /That is what it wAild lead to, and no Govern- 
ment can accept that position, namely, that simply because a person 
^is committing crimes for political purposes therefore he should be* 
allowed to go free. That is a* proposition wliich cannot be accepted, 
and that the^reason why in llicse cas#s we are trying to place them 
on the same level w^th other convieted prisoners. What Government 
have done is that they have got a Board to look into* the eases 
other prisoners who have been convieted of other crimes and these 
jirisonefs are reh“a«ifd»oil tl^e reeoinniendations of tlu‘ Board, 
have appointed special committee They are going into individual 
eases and wherever they are of opinion that the men have already 
served a suliicient term of imprisonment or for other reasons they 
deserve sjjeciul ronsideraticn, the committee is submitting reeom- 
luendatimis witfi regard to those per.son> Therefore, Sir. as far as 
the policy of (iovernment is eoneerned. I maintain that it is very 
clear. (Mr. SniKMiiM N \th Biswxs- How do you save livesK) I 
submit, Sir, that it is a very imjmrtant issue and we must hove a 
definite verdict of the Hous<^ on it. I have still got a great deal to 
say, but I do not want the motion to be talked out. (Mr. Sarat 
Chandra Bo.sk: Neither do we.) 

Mr. 8. A. SALIM : Sir, I beg to move that the closure be now put.

The Hoo’hle Khmla Sir NAZIMUDD*IN: Sir, I beg to move that 
the rules laid on the table be taken into consideration. 

- Jhe motion that the draft rules of the Bengal Legislative Assembly 
as made th,e Rules Committee be tiaken into consideration was then 
put aid agreed to.' 

SPEAKER: might, at this stage before these rules are taken 

into consideration, Explain w'hat has been agreed to by i\ll parties at 
several cftiiferences which were held this morning and this afternoon. 
First of all there is a strong contention of opinion as to the legal and 
constitutional jiosition, with reference to <*erlain rules which the 
Governor may make in the discharge of his duties. The iiuestion of con- 
stitutional position of the House vis^a-vis the question of framing rules 
is a verj' important constitutional question and 1 am not personally 
satisfied in my own mind as to whether the legal opinions on all the 
points which Government have taken are correct or not. Until and 
unless I am personally satisfied 1 think that it would not be proper for 
me to surrender the right to do without any protest on our part but 
in view of the fact that the position is still of an uncertain nature and 
that no proper legal and <‘OU8titutional opinions liave been taken, I have 
decided, aftei^ the session is over, to go over the w'hole mutter as to< 
w’hether the House bus the power not merely with reference to those 
rules which have been deleted but ^larticulurly with reference to our 
powers over the budget, as to what powers we have got and w’hat the 
legal and constitutional position is. I propose to go into this matter 
in detail. Subject to that I hope that the House will be pleased to 
accept for the time being the decision of the Committee (namely, the 
deletion) which has been agreed to. 

# # 

I may also explain that there are certufn other points regarding the 
administration of the rules. I quite realize that we are still in the posi- 
tion in which we have not had sufficient experience in the matter. So 
far as the adminivstration of some of the rules, particularly regarding 
‘‘admissibility” and othlr departmental matters, is concerned, I pro- 
pose to go in^ this matter later. More than that is not necessary for 
me to eay at the moment. • 

There is one other matter which has been called by some as the * 
“massacre of .the innocents**, namely, that the present rules, are such 
that non-official Bills given notice of are very large in number that we 
don’t get any chance to discuss them. That is the i^esent position. 
But the new rules will give us an opportunity to discuss Bills at least 
once a week, i.e., on Friday i^iless it is a Ijoliday or^it is^not possible 
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to transact business for some special reason^. In that case it will be 
adjusted between the Government and the Speaker, and in accordance 
with the rules made thereunder members will get muclb betW chance 
now than before. There wiM certainly be Billp which- are not taken 
into consideration or which do not get even a chance of being intro- 
duced. Under our present rules mature things come first and naturally 
the immature things come lust. That i| a matter which I propose >o 
look into personally with a vi^w to finding out suitable methods for 
jdacing before the House those. Bills which are considered to be^ really 
necessary or ejisential. 

There is just one other thing — I n/ight say that it has been agreed 
to — which is a vital and an essential matter. I think that tlie'JEcmse 
will remember that so far as these rules are concerned, rule 86 (1) 

• empowers the Minister to object to any resolution and on that the dis- 
cussion of the resolution w'ill be jmstponed. After a good deal of dis- 
cussion and struggle between the members on both sides, for the time 
being we have agreed that rule 86 (1) will stand as it is, but rule 86(2) 
will be amended in this form, namely: — 

“Immediately after a resolution is moved, the Minister in charge of 
the department to which the resolution relates may move that the ques- 
tion may at once l>e ))ut without discussion and the Speaker after per- 
mitting the Minister and the mover oi the motion to make a bnef expla- 
natory statement may, with or w-ithout consulting the House, as he 
may think necessary, put the question thereon without a debate”. 

Along with that it has been agreed to that the apjdicability of the 
rule to adjournment might be deleted. 

There is also another matter' which has been agreed to, namely, 
that in a no-(*oufidence motion where the consent of the Speaker is neces- 
sary for the very moving of it, it. has been objected to on the ground 
that it is a constitutional right of the House which should not ordi- 
narily he interfered with. In spite of the fact that there are very strong 
differences of opinion on both sides an agreed solution has been found, 
namely, that in the first part of section 102 of the draft rules the por- 
tion “with the consent of the Speaker” may be deleted, but that the 
consent of the S|>eaker will be necessary for the second part inasmuch 
as he has to decide whether the motion is in oyder or not. These words 
will be added after the word “order”, namely, “and is not an abuse of 
the procedure provided in sub-rule (/)". 

The stLggestion is that after the word “order” in rule 102(J^ the 
following words may be added, “and is not an abuse of the procedure 
provided in sub-rule lu other words, the Speaker will not 

ordinarily interfere, but if he considers that it is an abuse of the rule 
then he can do it. It makes no difference, because the pfinoiple has 
ibeen accepted, v 
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I thi^, these are practically all. All the parties ha¥e discussed the 
matter and agreed that so far as the Government amendments are t'on- 
cemed, they will be nioved and accepted* by the House without any 
division or discussion, and so tar as the other amendments are 
concerned, they will nor be taken into consideration at this stage.

It affects the rights and privileges of each and everj' individual 
Member of tils House, as much of those in the Opposition as of the 
members of the Coalition Party, and on \he fat'e of it, it might appear 
to be SO' fundamentally axiomatic that probably a motion of this 
chaWoter would appear wholly unnecessary.

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, the ^luestion is that there are 
certain important matters of privilege which are being constantly 
infringed. In this connection 1 think

or discussion on a matter of such character unless it is in public interest. 

It is a 
convention of this House that if a member moves a privilege motion, 
it has to be sent to the (’ommittee of Privileges and does not require 
any speech in support of that. Onh, as you have said, he might make 
an explanatory statement, notliing heyond that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 have u.sked Dr. Sanyal to give only a brief 
explanatory statement and 1 hope he will be really brief. Immediately 
after that I will call u])on Sir Nazimuddin to speak. 

Th6 Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN; This is u question of 
principle, Sir. 1 want to Im'^dear about it. Since we do not know 
wliat privileges are being infringed, is it permissible tor anybody to 
bring in a motion like tliis and debate on it Y I admit that the motion 
can be moved as a jirivilege motion which will then go to tho Privi- 
leges Committee where it will be decided whether it is a privilege 
motion or not. The subject-matter is extremely debatable aa to 
whether it is ‘ 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not know, but 1 know of precedents where 
books not available from the Library are matters for a privilege motion. 
In any case, I do not want to have a debate except a statement as to 
why he wants to have this motion taken up. If Dr. Sanyal ia not 
allowed to make an explanatory statement in this Hous^, the Priyilegeg 
Committee t.dll be deprived of knowing the reason as to why he wants 
‘ this matter to be considered. But be cannot certainly make any detail- 
ed reference ; and if there is an individual oc currence, he cannot discusi

Tii Hon'ble KUaja Sir NAZIMUDDINt On a point of order, 
Sir. This is most important, ami under the circumstaflces I object to 
the mousing of this resolution altogether, because it creates u very 
4ungeTou6 practice •that a^iy motion can be brought as a privilege 
motion without being established as to whether it is a privilege motion 
or not. 

HTb speaker* 1 think, sir Naziinuddin, you can rest assured 
that in a matter like tlii'' the Sp+^aker has lo decide ns to whether the 
motion is a privilege motion or not. In the Privilege Bill itself there 
is something like that toiKhing the (juestion of future privileges. If 
the argumeiH is that ihere can be no rnotnui of privilege like the pre- 
sent one on the ground that such privileges are not existing, you 
will never be able to di.sru>s what may be claimed in future to be u 
matter of privilege. So, it we want to have a right which we have 
not at present, a motion ol this nature should be discussed briefly 
before it is referred to the Privilegea, Committee. Whether that right 
will be given or not is certainly for fh/ House to consider. As I have 
already said, there will be only oi^A|i^rt speech by Dr. Sanyal 
without any reference to any incideht whatsoever except generally as 
to why he thinks this motion is necessary in the interests of the 
members of this House. 

Ofa NALINAKSHA EANYAL: Sir,^l will t^ertainly bow down to 
your ruling with the submission that it might he a matter of convenience 
tor this particular date, but it might not be stated as a convention 
created in this House. 

Mr. ftPEAKER: I sCaU consider that.

I submit, Sir, that this 
motion arises out of an adjouAment motion that Vas given notice of — 
an adjournment motion which could not be moved as the Hon’ble the 
Speaker did not think fit to give his consent. Thereafteri as this ques* 
tion involved certain rights of members *of the Legislature, I had to 
bring it up as a privilege motitfj. The subject-matter od this i^otion 
is very simple. I will read out the written statement which was 
submitted in cofinertion with the adjournment motion, which will make 
the position very cdear. It runs thus: “On the 5th and 6th J^ly last 
notices have been served on Mr. A. M. A. Zyimah, *m.l.a., Mr. SibnatlJ 
Banerjee, m.l.a., and Mr. Syed Nausher Ali, M.r.A., a u^‘ others under 
orders, dated the 5th July, 1939, of the District Magistrate of Hooghly 
prohibiting them from entering into the jurisdiction of Bhadreswar 
police-station and from taking part in any public or private meeting of 
any sort within the area for a period of two months. The area in 
question is within the constituency of Mr. A. M. A Zaman, and he 
happens to be closely associated with Labour organizations and Con- 
gress institutions there. As such Mr. Zaman is required to stay there 
and meet workers in connection with various matters including those 
of office routine. The election of Congress Primary Committee in the 
area takes place by the 15th July, and the reports of the trade unions 
of which Mr. Zaman is the Secretary have to be submitted by the 31st 
July. The other Assembly menjbers mentioned are alao intimately 
associated with Labour and peasant welfare work. An executive order 
of the District Magistrate, ,^liich is not in connection with any sub 
judive case, not only infringed die civil liberties of citizens generally 
hut also Interferes with the legitimate privileges of members of the 
Legislature to move about freely in the province.” ' -

1 submit, Sir, 
that any inembor of this Lejrislature who means to serve his-consti- 
tuency and the province jiroperly has Rot fi go fb his constituency, 
meet the rate-payers and the other people of the area, Ascertain their 
views, try to educate them in difterent matters and thereby create a 
bealtbv spirit, of citizenship, wbiih is so much needed under demo- 
cracy. If as of old, members remain cut off from their constituencies 
and'M.ciety gei'erally, they cannot possibly reflect the desires and 
demands <d' the public pr«i>erly jfs they ought to do under a demoera ic 
Government. As you are all aware. Sir. Hon’ble Ministers themselves 
have felt it necessary to go about from one iiart of tlm country to 
another md merely to do any administrative work there, hut generally 
to investigate into (luestions of public importance and to mix witli the 
people' and meet them and discuss various matters of public interest. 
As such it. is only fair and necessary that members of the Legislature 

should also he given similar freedom of iVtovement. 

It mav he argued, Sir. that the presence of a particular member in a 
particular place- or in a particular jurisamtion may lead to ’ 

Similarlv, it may he argued-aml it -may he proved to he a fact-th.it 
the presence of certain Hon’lde Ministers also leads to a»(jitement ami 
mav lead after excitement to certain matters which 
inlfr counts of laveF as was demonstrated in the case ot Pabna.
